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GERMAN SPY MENACE IN AMERICA 


Two Hundred Thousand German 
Reservists in the United States 
Are As Completely Under Con- 
trol of Berlin as if They Lived 
There, and Counterspies Must 
Watch Them.

NEW YORK, April 7. 
T hours before Count von Bernstorff hand- 


ed Germany’s declaration of ruthless sub- 

marine warfare to Secretary of State Lan- 
sing—which the Germany Ambassador knew must 
result in the rupture of diplomatic relations—a 
secret order to disable their ships was flashed to 
the masters of 91 German liners, steamships, 
freighters, tramps and sailing vessels, which since 
the outbreak of the war have been self-detained 
in the United States and its possessions. As a 
result every German vessel tied up in an Amer- 
ican port, from Boston to the Philippines, was 
crippled and put out of service—a striking illus- 
tration of how complete were Germany’s plans of 
action in the United States in the event of a 
severance of relations between the two coun- 
tries. 

I was discussing this and other matters with 
John B. Stanchfield, whose high standing at the 
New York bar and wide experience as a criminal 
lawyer have won for him an international repu- 
tation. To him Germany’s action was a mere mat- 
ter-of course and anything eise would have sur- 
prised him. He has devoted much time to the 
study of alien activities on American soil and be- 
lieves very firmly that the problems of prepared- 
ness and of national defense include not only pro- 
vision against the dangers of open aggression, 
but also against the equally ominous risk of sur- 
reptitious attack within. Speaking on the perils 
of espionage, he said: ! 

“Some day—sooner or later—even the most 
trusting and peace loving American must realize 


that the foreign spy is in our midst, that he is 


part of a thoroughly trained and very highly or- 
ganized army and that he is requiting our hos- 
pitality in times of peace by preparing for the 
successful prosecution of a destructive war against 
us. Even in the very recent past there have been 
plentiful indications that through their subter- 
ranean operations foreign agents have attempted 
to undermine the machinery of our diplomatic 
service and to sow dissension between our State 
Department and the accredited representatives 
of Powers with which we are at peace. 


Spying Recognized Military Agency 


“To deny these facts is not only to shut one’s 
eyes to what has been and is happening every 
day in our midst, but also to ignore the records 
and teaching of history from the earliest times. 
The Bible tells the story of Joshua, the leader of 
Israel’s hosts, of the secret service methods he 
employed and of the spies with whose assistance 
he captured Jericho. Every child knows the pas- 
sage in Genesis in which Josepn's brothers, when 
he accuses them of having come to Egypt to spy 
upon the nakedness of the land, answer him, We 
are true men, thy servants are no spies.” 

“Every great military campaign has owed its 
success to information previously supplied by in- 
formers who in times of peace had penetrated 
every portion of the defeated country. It is lit- 
erally true of the conquests of Alexander, Mith- 
ridates, Scipio, Hannibal, Pompey and Caesar, and 
the Greek historian, Polyanus, made a list of some 
900 strategems which were available in civil and 
political life, as well as in warfare. Many of these 
are in use today, although, of course, the scope, 
character and utility of espionage has made won- 
derful progress in modern times, and it has been 
brought to the highest perfection and scientific or- 
ganization by the German Government. 

“very thinking man must realize what a great 
advantage a foreign enemy can derive from ad- 
vance information about the strength or weakness, 
as the case may be, of our national! defenses, and 
the more this subject is looked into the more evi- 
dent the colossal importance which attaches to 
espionage as it is practiced today by the great 
Powers. Not only are spies used to obtain in- 
formation about a potential adversary, but spies 
are actually placed in direct contact with the in- 
ternal machinery of defense. 

in the case of the United States, we must 
not only prevent the discovery of facts vital to 
our national defense and to the safeguarding of 
our state secrets, but we must prepare to cope 


of our fortresses and battleships, railroads, tele- 
graph and telephone system. 


$0,000 Spies in France Before War 


“Some years before the war broke out, it was 
stated that there were 30,000 trained German spies 
within the confines of France alone, and that this 
organization, in point of numbers and efficiency, 
the equal of an army corps, was busy at work in 
times of peace to ferret out and report state se- 
creta, and the details of France's military and 
naval establishments, and also to endeavor at all 
times to weaken French industries through the 
production of strikes and labor troubles. The

who will say that in the United States our lack 
of a homogeneous native population would not 
make the work easier than it was in France? Sure- 
ly the United States must now be on its guard. 

“I do not mean by this that we should doubt 
the loyalty of the millions of German-American 
citizens who have thrown in their lot with us, 
whose children and whose children’s children have 
been born here, and who play so large a part in 
our national life. I for one believe in the loy- 
alty of our German-American citizens, but we 
must not overlook the fact that there are in this 
country at least 200,000 German reservists who 


owe absolutely no allegiance to the United States 


and who are as.completely under the control of 
their Government as if they were in Germany 
itself... We can only count on the restraining” 


fluence which American citizens of German birth 


or extraction will exercise on this large body of 
unnaturalized aliens, now that Congress has de- 
clared that a state of war exists between Germany 
and the United States.“ 

I asked Mr. Stanchfield if he thought that the 
general espionage bill reported to the Senate by 
the Judiciary Committee would afford the neces- 
sary protection, and his reply brought out very 
forcibly the comparative futility and impotency of 
punitive legislation. He said: 

“The spy enters upon his undertaking with full 
notice of the hazards of his venture. He is a 
soldier who obeys orders and takes the risks, 
whatever they are. He is willing, if need be, to 
pay the penalty of death. Why should he be 
deterred in peace time by the provisions of a penal 
code, when in war time he is not restrained by 
the dangers of a drumhead courtmartial and 
summary execution? Of course, we must have 
laws for the punishment of offenses against our 
safety as a nation, but more important, of course, 
are measures that will make the offenses impos- 
sible of commission. There are three things 
which we must do: 


We Must Resort to Secrecy ] 


“We must, first of all, adopt a policy of much 
greater secrecy with matters of national defense, 
and we must protect our national secrets better 
than we do now. At present a spy, if he knows 
English, can get all the details of our armed 
strength by reading the Congressional Record. 
The other day the Seeretary of the Navy was com- 
pelled to submit to Congress a report showing 
the vulnerability of our coast and naval de- 
fenses and setting forth in detail how a hostile 
force could get by our protective barriers, land 
upon our shores and seize our important cities. 
That would not happen in any other civilized 
country. Again, where else on earth would the 
authorities permit the use of great fortresses and 
battleships for holiday excursions? Not long ago 
a visitor to Fort Monroe, not knowing the {mpro- 
priety of his action, took photographs of the great 
disappearing guns and was allowed to depart with 
the negative in his pocket. 

“In the second place, we must have a properly 
organized system of counter espionage; in other 
words, we must have a secret service especially 
engaged in watching foreign agents and spying 
upon sples. At the present moment the allies 
maintain in this country a very efficient secret 
service, not for purpose of spying on us, because 
we hide nothing, but for watching and spying 
upon the German agents and spies who are work- 
ing in the United States. At present, it is true, 
the Department of Justice is watching certain 
well-known agents, but this work ought not to 
be included in the already long list of duties of 
our versatile investigators. No general investi- 
gator—no matter how varied his accomplishments 
—can acquire the qualifications and efficiency of

lation. As I have said, it may not be very effec- 
tive as a deterrent, but with the enforcement of 
a etrict policy of secrecy and with the aid of an 
active and well develope] system of counter es- 
pionage, there ought to be some virtue in a dras- 
tic and thoroughgoing set of legislative measures. 
We cannot afford to allow crimes against the 
safety of the nation to go unwhipped of justice. 
At present our laws dealing with espionage are 
woefully deficient, they are unsound in principle 
and not nearly broad enough. The sections deal- 
ing with obtaining information concerning nation- 
al defense make no distinction between the pro- 
curement of such information by an alien spy 
in the employ of a foreign Government and the 
betrayal of such secrets by an American citizen or 
official to whom they have been jintrusted. There 
is a great moral and ethical distinction between 
the two acts. When committed by an alien spy it 
is espionage; when perpetrated by a national it 
is treason and should be punished as such. : 


Stern Repression Necessary 


“Our legislation fails entirely to protect the 
secrets, documents and archives of the Department 
of State and the factories, mines, railroads and 
other privately owned properties which in time of 
war would be most intimately connected with the 
national defense. Without some comprehensive 
system for the protection of our industrial aux- 
iliaries of national defense, the nation will always 
be vulnerable. If a modern, up-to-date system of 
espionage is to be able to destroy or entice work- 
men from our privately owned ammunition plants 
and from our copper mines. and to foment. strikes 

industrial disorders on our railroads and to 
cripple our means of communication, we shall 
be utterly at the mercy of a foreign enemy, no 
matter how strong or well protected from secret 
scrutiny may be the actual military and naval 
arms of the Government. 

“Of course, any estimate of the extent to which 
foreign espionage is carried on in the United 
States today must be more or less a matter of 
conjecture, but that it exists is absolutely cer- 
tain. We have the authority of the President that 
spies have invaded even our affairs in government. 
There are still some people who think the peril 
is negligible, just as these same persons insist 
that military and naval) resources are unnecessary 
to defend our territory from outside aggression 
and to uphold our national rights and honor. 
Others are willing to believe the most extrava- 
gant reports that there are actually in this coun- 
try today organized alien forces ready at a word 
from a foreign chancellory to spring to arms 
and capture our principal cities. 


“Between the two there is a sane middle ground, 
which I beileve most thoughtful Americans take. 
Personally I am convinced of the presence here 
of numerous foreign agents, organized and di- 
rected with more or less system toward the dis- 
covery of all-important facts relating to political, 
industrial, naval and military conditions in the 
United States. You have only to read the papers 
to learn every now and again that some foreigner 
has been arrested with plans of our defense in his 
pocket, or of the mysterious disappearance of a 
secret naval code or of plans for the wiring of 
some great battleship. And how many such in- 
cidents are hushed up and go unreported?” 


[ Official Negligence a Menace 


In this connection we ought to have a law 
making negligence in permitting such secrets to 
fall into the possession of unauthorized persons 
a crime. An official or employe of the United 
States should be held to a more strict accountabi)- 
ity than that merely for positive wrongdoing or 
breach of trust. Such an official should be 
charged affirmatively with the safety of the 
secrets or properties committed to his care. He 
must exercise the highest degree of diligence for 
their protection and his failure so to do should 
be punished as a crime. We have no right to 
allow our national interests to suffer by laxity 
and negligence any more than by positive treach- 
ery. It should also be made criminal for any per- 
son within the United States to have knowledge 
or reasonable grounds for believing espionage is 
taking place and not to report it immediately to 
the proper authouities.

Jad enough were we to reach it, since all three 
of us were quite tired out with our terrible night 
journey and the anxious emotions that we had 
undergone.

was drowned in attempting its crossing, and for 14 
days after this it remained impassable to an army. 
That very evening we began our preparations to 
meet an attack which was now inevitable. Putting 
aside the supposed rival powers of the tribal divin- 
ities worshiped under the names of the Child and 
Jana, which, while they added a kind of Homeric 
interest to the contest, could, we felt, scarcely af- 
fect an issue that must be decided with cold steel 
and other mortal weapons, the position of the 
White Kendah was serious indeed. As I think 
I have said, in all they did not number more than 
about 2000 men between the ages of 20 and 55, 
or, including lads between 14 and 20 and old men 
still able-bodied between 65 and 70, say 2700 
capable of some sort of martial service. To these 
might be added something under 2000 women, 
since among this dwindling folk, oddly enough, 
from causes that I never ascertained, the males 
outnumtered the females; which accounted for 
their marriage customs that were, by comparison 
with those of most African peoples, monogamous. 
At any rate, only the rich among them had more 
than one wife, while the poor or otherwise inel- 
igible often had none at all, since intermarriage 
with other races and above all with the Black 
Kendah dwelling beyond the river was so strict- 
ly taboo that it was punishable with death or 
expulsion. 
Against this little band the Black Kendah could 
bring up 20,000 men, besides boys 
Bnd aged persons, who, with the 
women, would probably be left to 
defend their own country, that is, not 
less than 10 to 1. Moreover, all of 
these enemies would be fighting wit} 
the courage of despair, since quite 
three-fourths of their crops and many 
of their cattle and sheep had been 
destroyed by the terrific hailburst 
that I have described. Therefore, 
since no other corn was available in 
the surrounding land, where they 
dwelt along incircled by deserts, 
either they must capture that of the 
White Kendah or suffer terribly from 
starvation until a year later when an- 
other harvest ripened. 


The only points I could see in fa- 
vor of the People of the Child were 
that they would fight on the vantage 
ground of their mountain stronghold, 

a formidable position if properly de- 

fended. Also they would have. the 
benefit of the skill and knowledge of 
Ragnall and myself. Lastly, the 

enemy must face our rifles. Neither 

the White nor the Black Kendah, I 

should say, possessed any guns, ex- 

cept a few antiquated flintlock 
weapons that the former had cap- 

tured from some nomadic tribe and 

kept as ouriosities. Why this was the 

case I do not know, since undoubt- 

edly at times the White Kendah trad- 

ed in camels and corn with Arabs 

who wandered as far as the Sudan 

or Egypt, nomadic tribes to whom 

even the firearms were known, al- 
though perhaps rarely used by them.. 
But so it was, possibly because of 
some old law or prejudice which for- 
bade their introduction into the coun- 
try, or mayhap of the difficulty of 
procuring powder and lead, or for 
thme reason that they had none to teach 
the use of such new-fangled weapons. 

Now it will be remembered that on the chance 
of their proving useful, Ragnall, in addition to our 
own sporting arms, had brought with him to Af- 
rica 50 Snider rifles, with an ample supply of am- 
munition, the same that I had trouble in passing 
through the customs at Durban, all of which had 
arrived safely at the Town of the Child. 

Clearly, our first duty was to make the best 
possible use of this invaluable store. To that end 
I asked Harut to select 75 of the boldest and most 
intelligent young men among his people, and to 
hand them over to me and Hans for instruction in 
musketry. We had only 50 rifles, but I drilled 75 
men, or 60 per cent more, that some might be 
ready to replace any who fell, 

From dawn to dark each day Hans and I worked 
at trying to convert these Kendah into sharp- 
shooters. It was no easy task, with men, how- 
ever willing, who till then had never held a gun, 
especially as I must be very sparing of the am- 
munition necessary to practice, of which, of 
course, our supply was limited. Still, we taught 
them how to take cover, now to fire and to cease 
from firing at the word of command, also to hold 
the rifles low and waste no shot. To make marks- 
men of them was more than I could hope to do 
under the circumstances. 

With the exception of these men nearly the en- 
tire male population were working day and night 
to get in the harvest. This proved a very diffi- 
cult business, both because some of the crops were 
scarcely fit and because all the grain had to be 
carried on camels to be stored in and at the back 
of the second court of the temple, the only place 
where it was likely to be safe. Indeed, in the 
end a great deal was left unreaped. Then the 
herds of cattle and breeding camels which grazed 
on the further side of the Holy Mount must be 
brought into places of safety, glens in the forest 
on its slope, and forage stacked to feed them. 
Also it was necessary to provide scouts to keep 
watch along the banks of the river. 


Lastly, the fortifications in the mountain pass 
required unceasing labor and attention. This was 
the task of Ragnall, who fortunately, in his youth, 
before he succeeded unexpectedly to the title, was 
for some years an officer in the Royal Engineers 
and therefore thoroughly understood that business. 
Indeed, he understood it rather too well, since the 
result of his somewhat complicated and scientific 
scheme of defense was a little confusing to the 
simple native mind. However, with the assistance 
of the priests and of all the women and children 
who were not engaged in provisioning the Mount, 
he built wall after wall and redoubt after redoubt, 
if that is the right word, to say nothing of the 
shelter trenches he dug and many pitfalls, fur- 
nished at the bottom with sharp stakes, which 
he hollowed out wherever the soil could be easily 
moved, to discomfit a charging enemy. 


Indeed, when I saw the amount of work he had 
concluded in 10 days, which was not until I 
joined him on the mountain, I was quite aston- 
ished, 

About this time a dispute arose as to whether 
we should attempt to prevent the Black Kendah 
from crossing the river, which was now running 
down, a plan that some of the elders favored. At 
last the controversy was referred to me as head 
General and I decided against anything of the sort. 
It seemed to me that our force was too small, and 
that if I took the riflemen a great deal of ammu- 
nition might be expended with poor result. Also, 
in the event of any reverse or when we were 
finally driven back, which must happen, there 
might be difficulty about remounting the camels, 
our only means of escape from the horsemen, who 
would possibly gallop us down. Moreover, the 
Tava bad several fords, any one of which might 
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be gglected by the enemy. So it was arranged that 
we should make our first and last stand upon the 
Holy Mount. 

On the fourteenth night from new moon our 
swift camel scouts, who were posted in relays 
between the Tava and the Mount, reported that 
the Black Kendah were gathered in thousands 
upon the further side of the river, where they 
were engaged in celebrating. magical ceremonies, 
On the fifteenth night the scouts reported that 
they were crossing the river, about 5000 horse- 
men and 15,000 foot soldiers, and that at the head 
of them marched the huge god- elephant Jana, on 
which rode Simba the King and a lame priest 
(evidently my friend whose foot had been injured 
by the pistol), who acted as a mahout. This part 
of the story I confess I did not believe, since it 
seemed to me impossible that anyone could ride 
upon that mad rogue, Jana. Yet, as subsequent 
events showed, it was in fact true. I suppose 
that in certain hands the beast became tame. Or 
perhaps it was drugged. 

Two nights later, for the Black Kendah ad- 
vanced but slowly, spreading themselves over the 
country in order to collect such crops as had not 
been gathered, through lack of time or because 
they were still unripe, we saw flames and smoke 
rising from the Town of the Child beneath us, 
which they had fired. Now we knew that the time 
of trial had come and until near midnight, men,

CAPTIVE ON RAIDER 
MOEWE TELLS HOW 
SHIPS WERE SUNK 


Continued From Page 13, 


cargo hold, stifling, they told us they 


had nothing to eat. 
Their Preserves Confiscated, 

When my men from the Hallbjorg, 
2 in all, joined the rest of the prison- 
ers in the bottom of the German raider, 
they got out the 500 boxes of preserves 
which we had saved, but one of the 
ship’s officers saw them and promptly 
confiscated the whole business. Subse- 
quently, however, I did succeed in beg- 
ging 20 boxes back for my own men. 
which we eharedwith the starving 
Englishmen. 

I take parts from the brief log, se- 
cretly kept: 

“Dec. 6 is quiet, with the weather 
calm; but on Dec. 6 a 150-ton schooner 
from Newfoundalnd with fish for Gt- 
braltar is sunk, thus Increasing our popu- 
lation in the cargo hold by six men. 

On the evening of Dec. 6 the steamer 
Mount Temple, belonging to the Cana- 
dian Pacifico Railroad Co., is sunk. She 
has 750 horses on board and also a 
mixed cargo of 6000 tons and a great 
many dogs.“ 

The diary recalis this incident clearly 
now to me. As soon as the raider was 
within range of the Mount Temple she 
fired seven shots, and every one evi- 
dently took effect, for the Canadian 
steamer stopped immediately. The chie: 
steward and one sailor on the Mount 
Temple were kfifled and three men 
wounded. The wounded were left lying 
on the deck until the 107 officers and 
men of the crew of the Canadian steam- 
er had been brought aboard the Ger- 
man. 

Then the ship was sunk by bombs as 
the others had been, with the moving- 
picturs man mechanically recording the 
events as they transpired. The wound- 
ed men were taken over to the raider 
first, however. Among these were a 
firman, badly wounded, and the second 
officer, who had been hit in the back 
with a piece of bail. One of the horse 
tenders had had beth legs broken. 

A German doctor on the raider at once 
amputated both legs, but the poor fel - 
low died in the night. 

A Horse Ship Trapped. 

The German bombs again did their 
deadly work in the case of the Mount 
Temple. Between the explosions 
could be heard the cries of the 
wounded and terrifed animals aboard, 
and, when the steamer broke up. 
many of the horses and dogs were 
released and hundreds of them were 
swimming around in the ocean. It 
was terrible to hear the whinnyings 
of the horses and the pitiful howls 
of the dogs, I shall never forget 
the sight of these poor animals, 
swimming desperately until exhaust- 
ed around in mid-Atlantia They had 
come early to the terrible war. 

The next day, we have a funeral 
on board—that of a wounded man 
who died during the night and who 
was at sea, unwept. Wrapped 
in a German flag, he was sent to his 
last resting place at the bottom of 
the ocean, while the ensign on the 
raider was put at half mast out of 
respect to the dead enemy. In the 
wake of the ship drifted hundreds 
of dead horses, still haunting those 
who had caused their suffering. 

Again the diary: 

“December 8—We meet the Brit- 
ish steamer King George, bound for 
Burnett. She carries a general 
cargo, including 750 tons of muni- 
tions for the British army. Her cap- 
tors do not use bombs on this occa- 
sion, fearing the explosion when the 
cargo of munitions went up, so they 
open the sea cocks, and the ship 
starts slowly to sink. It takes eight 
hours for the King George to dis- 
appear completely. Impatiéntly the 
officers of the raider watch her, long- 
ing to fire a shot into her, but not 
daring for their own safety, because 
that amount of explosive would prob- 
ably have destroyed the raider, too. 
Finally borne down by her own 
weight, she digappeare beneath the 
waves. 

„Dec. 8—We meet the English 
steamer Cambrion Range of Liver- 
pool, from Baltimore to Liverpool, 
with a general cargo. The crew of 88 
men is all saved, and the ship blown 
up with bombs. Moving pictures are 
made.“

Georgic of Liverpool, Dec. 10. She 
comes from Philadelphia with a gen- 
eral cargo of several thousand tons 
and also carries 1200 horses. She is 
bound for Brest. As soon as the 
raider la near enough they let go 
four shots, none of which, fortunate- 
ly, wound any one on the Britisher. 
Thees shots, however, cause a great 
panic on board. 

Her crew had evidently already 
seen the traces of the work of the 
raider when it passed the carcasses 
of the hundreds of dead horses and 
dees that had been alLoard the Mount 
@empie. Fifty men, evidently asleep 
on the Georgic when she meets the 
enemy raider, are awakened by the 
shots. In their panic they hurl them- 
selves overboard, seized with the 
blind terror of what was to come. 
They had on only their night shirts 
when they leaped into the icy Ocean 
and swam around wildly for some 
time as if they had completely, lost 
their heads, 

The German, as usual, lowered a 
boat and sent aboard a crew, heavily 
armed and carrying bombs. The crew 
of the Georgie is ordered into her 
boats and all the panic-stricken men 
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in the ocean are saved, with one er ;

FOOD ON VACANT LOTS 


City Garden Club Will Plow and 
Harrow Ground Free for 
Gardeners. 


EVANSVILLE, Ind., April 5.—Under 
the direction of Prof. F. H. Bosse, 
principal of a local school, the City 


Garden Club has been formed, and has 
made an appeal to the people of the city 
for the use of all vacant lots in the city. 

The club not only lends the lots to 
prospective gardeners free of charge. 
but plows and harrows it free of cost. 
The only provision made is that a row 
uf flowers must be planted on the sides 
that are bounded by streets, and vege- 
tables that grow tall must be planted 
in the rear.

Organizing Will Register 1 000, 900 Women to Aid in War 


Be Canvassed by 


Sub Committees 


Noted St. Louis Clubwoman Prob- 
ably Will Be Elected Chairman 
of New Body Co-operating With 
Department of Labor, Making 
Her Supreme Executive of All 
Feminine Activities in Support 

of the Nation in War. 


EASURES for the registration of 7,000,000 
M American women within 30 days and their 
enrollment as an important arm in the 
mobilization of the country's resources have been 
set afoot by Mrs. Philip N. Moore of St. Louis, 
president of the National Council of Women. 

A new board, the executive of the National 
League for Women’s Service, is to be organized at 
Washington in two weeks, and of this board it 
is expected Mrs. Moore will be elected chairman. 
The position would make her the supreme execu- 
tive of all feminine activities in support of the 
nation in war. 

In an interview with a Post-Dispatch reporter 
yesterday at her home, 31% Lafayette avenue, 
Mrs. Moore, who had just returned from the na- 
tional capital, outlined the measures already 
taken, and also some of thosetin prospect. 

A week ago, she said, she prepared a telegram 
which was sent by the Secretary of Labor to the 
‘president of 15 out of the 271 most important 
national women’s organizations, asking their co- 
operation in a movement to enlist the forces of 
their associations in the nation’ military meas- 
ures, These 15 organizations, sheysaid, were those 
which were actively interested in the work of the 


a year ago to oversee employment conditions of 
women and girls throughout the cduntry. Of the 
15 presidents appealed to, 12 haw already re- 
turned favorable answers. 

At a meeting Tuesday in Washimgton of the 
presidents and representatives of the various or- 
ganizations, plans for a nation-wide registration 
of women were adopted, and a tender of services 
was made to President Wilson, to thea Council of 
National Defense and the Advisory Civil Com- 
mission. 


1 Thorough Canvass Planned. 


It was decided that registration cards would be 
delivered to the national presidents of the wom- 
en’s organizations and by them forwarded to the 
various state presidents, who will have direct 
charge of the undertaking in each state, and be 
held responsible for a complete canvass, covering 
every city, town and district in the territory! under 
their jurisdiction. , 

“In order to avoid duplications,” said: Mrs. 
Moore, “we ask that members of more than one 
organization register in only one of them. The 15 
associations have probably 10,000,000 members, 
but with the elimination of duplications, the} net 
enrollment will be about 7.000, 000. 

“The cards present a number of questions, de- 
signed to place the women in various classifica- 
tions. 
five choices are given, as follows: (A) Wherever 
called; (B) In the United States; (C) In your 
home city; (D) In your own home, and (E) Entire

“Under the next question, What work do you 
prefer?’ there is space for stating three choices. 
Another query is: What work are you trained 
to do?’ and the candidate is asked to state her 
experience and where it was gained. The final 
question gives a choice-between volunteer and 
paid service. It is recognized that while some 
women are in a position to serve without pay, 
others being breadwinners in their families, must 
in fairness receive pay.

be distributed. I have recelyed numerous inquiries 
by mail from such women, and shall aid them to 
register.“ 

Mrs. Moore gave a list of eight branches of serv- 
ice in which, so far as the plans now go, women 
may be employed. The first concerns occupations 
which men will leave in order to enter the army 
and which women may fill. The second is serv- 
ice in connection with the American Red Cross, 
either as nurses’ aids in active service, or as 
makers of bandages, sheets and other hospital 
supplies. This work, Mrs. Moore pointed out, may 
be done at home or in organizations of women, 
and she urges that model supplies be obtained 
from the local Red Cross chapters so that the 
products will be standardized according to the 
Red Cross regulations. 

“The third branch,“ Mrs. Moore continued, “will 
be the organization of classes for teaching Amer- 
icanism and national loyalty, in co-operation with 
the Department of Labor, the Bureaus of Immigra- 
tion and Naturalization and the Americanization 
Committee of the National Chamber of Com- 
merce. 

“Another division will be devoted to the elim- 


ination of waste and the conservation of the na- 


tion’s food supplies, and will call for the estab- 
lishment of classes in which women may study 
farming, gardening, economical marketing and 
ientific household management. This work 
te the co-operation of the Department of 
culture. 


Women to Drive Motors. 


„The fifth branch is under the heading, ‘Motor 
Service,’ and candidates for this department will 
be trnined in knowledge of automoBile mechanism 
and driving. One may recall that in many Eu- 
ropean countries women have taken over the tax- 
icab akd street car services, thus releasing thou- 


The other three classes of service, according to 
Mrs. Moore, are listed as Industrial Service”—in 
munition plants, factories, mines, etc.; “General 
Social and Welfare Service’—in connection with 
camps, housing, recreation, army canteens and 
the like; and “Office Service,“ including stenog- 
raphy, care of files and records, telegraph and tel- 
ephone service, clerking and executive functions. 
These, said Mrs. Moore, are some of the duties 
which the women of the country may volunteer 
to take over, or to which they may be assigned 
on the basis of their experience and training. 

“It is expected,” she said, “to have the cards so 
tabulated that at a moment’s notice hands may be 
laid upon the groups of women in any part of the 
country willing and able to discharge whatever 
duties may arise. The cards will be tabulated 
at the state offices of the various organizations 
and stored at their respective national headquar- 
ters. However, it is possible that in time all the 
records will be installed at the office of the Na- 
tional League for Women’s Service, at Wash- 
ington.” 


The Affiliated Organizations. 


The league’s Executive Board, of which Mrs. 
Moore is slated for chairman, will consist of Im- 
migration Commissioner Caminetti, Miss Julia 
Lathrop, chief of the Federal Children’s Bureau, 
the presidents of the 15 women’s organizations 
concerned and the presidents of two or three other 
women's associations. 

Mrs. Moore, who has been for years one of the 
country’s most distinguished and active women, 
is an honorary president of the General Fed- 
eration of Women’s Clubs, and was for four years 
its president. 

Some of the organizations affiliated with the 
National League for Women’s Service are the Na- 
tional American Woman Suffrage Association, the 
National Association Opposed to Woman Suf- 
frage, the Woman’s Christian Temperance Union,

physical training. We don't want to 
Prussianize our youth, but we do 
want to develop habits of order and 
obedience to authority, to have them 
acquire habits of concentration, thor- 
oughness and discipline, which are 
not only essential to the soldier, but 
vital in the process of making citizens 
of the highest type. 

There are men who have the desire 
to become soldiers who must of neces- 
sity be tied to home or business as- 
sociations. unless a very urgent call 
should come. What can they do? 
Very much, indeed. Every regiment 
of New York troops that is called out 
must leave behind it, under our State 
laws, a unit which is called a depot 
battalion. Our military law requires 
that at all time there must be at least 


10,000 men unſhr arms in the service 


of the State. These depot units con- 
stitute this force. Thay take over the 
armories of the regimemts who go out 
on active service, enlist men who wish 
to go to the front and e them their 
first training in the duties of a sol- 
dier. They also enlist men for the 
depot unit—men who canmot be sepa- 
rated from home ties, but who wish 
to be able to respond to a dali in their 
own city. 

I have received letters frown patriot- 
ic citizens offering to provitie things 
that might be needed but which are 
not furnished under the re ons. 
We do not desire to accum any 
authorized property which wauld bo 
come an encumbrance to a ile 
command, but such useful 
as automobiles and motor trucks are 
always in demand, Officers’ unts 
of the proper standard are also 


to find. If public-spirited citizens de- 
sire to offer such things as these they 
ae ee r 
of ways. 

A well-to-do business a could 
give a regiment a motor truck and be 
doing a highly patriotic duty. Another 
might offer the loan of his car for 
patrol or inspection duty, or give it. 
The owner of a good mount might sell 
it to some field officer for a nominal 
sum or donate it to a command. A 
group of individuals might subscribe 
to a motor truck or scout car and pre- 
sent it to a regiment. 

There is work to do as registration 
officers. The registering of alien and 
enemy aliens, as well as the register- 
ing of citizens of military age are 

simple tasks in which the Govern- 
ment may be assisted by volunteers. 
There is home defense Horx to be 


done and police work, a separate 
duty. Many counties will require ex- 
tra deputy sheriffs. Mechanics may 
come forward to work in the arsenals 
and navy yards. 

Last of all, I may say with all cer- 
tainty of hitting the nail on the head 
that the day of waving a flag and 
standing up for “The Star Spangled 
Banner” and letting it go at that is 
ended.

Their program is quite comparable 
with that of the opponents of Napo- 
leon, who, after many hesitations, 
finally agreed to continue the war 
until France was restricted to the 
boundaries of 1789. Conceivably al- 
lied purpose will take another leaf 
out of the book of the conquerors of 
Napoleon and presently agree to make 
no peace save a peace predicated upon 
the removal of the Hohenzollerns; 
but this is for the future. 


The German Block. 

The political aspects dominate the 
military. Germany has created a 
solid block of territory extending 
from the Baltic to Asia Minor, from 
the Elbe.to the Tigris and from the 
Vistula and the Lower Danube to the 
channel, which is as completely under 
the domination of Berlin as was Na- 
poleon’s empire under his direction 
from Paris. Just as Napoleon, for his 
invasion of Russia, was able to use 
Prussian, Polish, Saxon and Italian 
troops, German high command is to- 
day using Turk, Bulgar, Hungarian 
and even the Austrian Slavs against 
her foes. 

The allied military problem is sim- 
ple to perceive. Germany's new em- 
pire must be destroyed by force of 
arms; German power must be re- 
stricted to the limits of Germany in 
1870, at the least, as France was re- 
duced in 1814 to the limit of 1789. 

What the soldiers and the states- 
men of the allied countries have re- 
solved is this: Peace is impossible

. W. C. A. Seeretaries Will Outline 
Plans to Other Organizations at 
Meetings in Next Three Weeks. 


The Young Women’s Christian Asso- 
ciation has asked women’s organizations 
of the Protestant churches and the Fed- 
erated Women’s Clubs and Parent- 
Teachers’ Associaticns to co-operate 
with it in religious and social service 
work as a means of promoting more 
effective work and better results for 
all of the organizations than could be 
accomplished by them singly. 

Secretaries of the Y. W. C. A. and 
directors of the association will bring 
the work of their organization before 
these clubs and societies at meetings 
during the next three weeks, and an 
etfort will be made to have the Y. W. 


C. A. placed on the regular yearly’ 


budget of each as a part of the benevo- 
lent fund. 

Money from such a source will no- 
apply to the present current expense 
shortage. A fund of $10,000 now is be- 
ing raised by popular subscription to 
meet this shortage and $5147 already 
is in hand. All organizations which 
contribute annually to the Y. W. C. A.

ROGER BALDWIN TO DIRECT 
ANTI - MILITARISM UNION 


Roger N. Baldwin, secretary of the 
Civic League since 1910, has resigned 
to become director of the American 
Union Against Militarism, an organi- 
zation opposing conscription, with 
headquarters in New York. Baldwin 
has been in New York for a week on 
leave of absence, and his resigna- 
tion was received through the mails 
yesterday and accepted. 

In his letter to the Civic League, 
Baldwin announced he accepted ths 
position with the New York organiza- 
tion to serve without pay and for 
purely patriotic motives. 

Baldwin came to St. Louis in 1906 
from Boston, shortly after his grad- 
uation from Harvard University, to 
take charge of the department of 
sociology at Washington University. 
In 1907 he was appointed chief pro- 
bation officer. of the Juvenile Court 
and served in that capacity until he 
became secretary of the Civic League. 
In collaboration with Bernard Fiex- 
ner of Chicago he wrote a book on 
“Juvenile Courts and Probation.” He 
is a member of the Executive Com- 
mittee of the National Conference of 
Charities and Corrections.

ASKS EMPLOYES 10 
FORM SIGNAL CORPS 


Men Will Be Given Leaves of 
Absence and Pay for 
a Year. 


The Southwestern Bell Telephone Sys- 
tem is asking for volunteers among its 
employes to form two companies of the 
Reserve Signal Ccrps. Each of the com- 
panies will consist of 100 men under a 
Captain, 
clectricians, 


comprising two master signal 
18 Sergeants, 17 Corporals, 


— privates and two cooks, with an 


equipment of eight motor trucks and 1! 
motor cycles. Two such companies, 
with headquarters and supply detach- 
ments totaling nine men, constitute a 
battalion, commanded by a Major. 


The company will grant leaves of ab- 
sence to such enlisted employes when 
ordered to duty by the President in war 
time. give them full pay until the end 
of the month in which they are called 
into service, and for a year make up 
to them the difference between their 
wages with the company and the pay 
given by the War Department. After 
that time further consideration will be 
given to the question of payment. The 
employes by such service will not preju- 
dice their rights to pension, disability 
and death benefits under the company’s 
regulations, and on their return will 
ieceive such employment as the needs 
of the company permit. 


One of the two companies planned will 
be formed in Texas and the other in 
St. Louis and Kansas City. The Major 
end three First Lieutenants will be re- 
cruited in St. Louis, one Captain and 
two First Lieutenants in Texas, and 
one Captain and one First Lieutenant 
in Kansas City. 

Applications maye be made by any 
employe in good physical condition, not 
less than 18 nor more than 45 years old, 
and who is a citizen of the United States 
or has applied for first papers. Experi- 
ence in any of the following lines will 
be advantageous, though not essential, 
to the applicant: Construction and main- 
tenance of any part of a telephone 
plant, operation of Morse instruments or 
the use of telegraph codes, operation 
of radio apparatus and operation of or 
repairing motor vehicles. If more ap- 
plications are received than are needed 
for the initial two companies, they will 
be filed for the possible formation of 
additional ones. 


| FEDERAL EMPLOYMENT BUREAU 


SAYS FARM HANDS ARE WANTED 


Demand for Experienced Men in Mis- 
souri and Iowa—No Charge 
Made to Applicants. 


The Federal Employment Bureau, con- 
ducted at 17 and 19 North Eighth street, 
in co-operation with the Missouri Labor 
Department, announces that in Missouri 
and Iowa there is now a brisk demand 
for experienced farmhands, at wages of 
$25 to $35 and more a month, with board, 
lodging and laundry included. 

This bureau does not accept fees from 
either employers or employes, and ob- 
tains work for applicants without the 
cost of a cent to them. Its reports for 
March shows that it had requests from 
employers to find men to fill 1086 jobs 
and that 581 persons were referred to 
employment, the number of applicants 
for work not being sufficient to supply 
the demand. 

The bureau does not . merely 
common labor, but clerks, bookkeepers, 
stenographers and teachers. Even 
clergymen and physicians have regis- 
tered for employment. 


WOMAN CONVICTED OF KILLING 
HUSBAND TO BE PAROLED 


Mrs. Elizabeth Metz Sentenced to Six 
Months for Manslaughter With 
Leniency Recommended. 


Mrs. Elizabeth Metz, 25 years old, 
of 3139 North Thirteenth street, was 
found guilty of manslaughter by a 
jury in Judge Shields’ Court. yes- 
terday for shooting and killing her 
husband, Fred, April 2, 1916. The 
jury sentenced her to imprisonment 
in jail six months, but recommended 
a parole, which Judge Shields said 
he would grant. 

Mrs. Metz testified that she and her 
husband were living apart at the time 
of the shooting, and that she shot 
when he threatened her in attempt- 
ing forcibly to take their daughter, 
Catherine, from her. The shooting 
occurred at the home of her brother- 
in-law, John Homan, 3915 Blair ave- 
nue, where Mrs. Metz and the child 
were living. 


CAMPS FOR TRAINING OFFICERS 


War Department Cancels Original 
Schedule for This Summer. 


WASHINGTON, April 7.—The War 
Department today cancelled the sched- 
ule under which civilian training camps 
were to be established this summer 
throughout the country. Instead of hav- 
ling a number of camps for civilian mil- 
itary training in each of the four de- 
partment, one camp only will be author- 
ized in each division for the training 
of officers. 


The selections for these camps will be 
announced within a few days and mem- 
bers of the officers reserve corps will 
begin intensive training to educate them 
for their duties before the call for 500,000 
men is issued.

PARIS, April 7.—The Lafayette Fly- 
ing Corps, composed of American 
aviators and commanded by two 
French officers, Capt. George The- 
nault and Lieut. De Laage de Maux, 
has shot down 30 German aeroplanes, 
according to a semi-officlal communi- 
cation to the Associated Press today. 
Sergeant Raul Lufbery has accounted 
for six, sub-Lieut. Bert Hall for three 
and a number of others for one each. 


The late Sergeant Norman Prince 
shot down two and the late Sergeant 
Kiffen Rockwell two. 


Speaking of Sergeant Rockwell, who 
had the honor of bringing down the 
first victim of the American squadron, 
Capt. Thenault said: 

“Rockwell scarcely gave his helper! 
time to fill the gasoline reservoir be- 
tween flights. He was always where 
the German machines were thickest. 
Over Vaux and Douaumont (in the 
battle of Verdun) he forced many of 
them to land behind their own lines 
to escape him.” 

The Lafayette Corps appears from 
this communication to have partici- 
pated in the severest battles of Ver- 
dun and the Somme, contributing 
largely to the security of French 
aviators by relentlessly pursuing Ger- 
man machines and mastering the air 
over the fields of battle, thus enabling 
the observation pilots to regulate the 
fire of the French arillery. It was the 
Lafayette Corps that escorted the 
squadron and bombarded the Mauser 
rifle works at Obendorf, in the course 
of which there were numerous en- 
gagements, three German machines 
being brought down. 

Sergeant Lufgerry, with six German 
machines to his credit, is now rated 
among the expert aerial fighters. The 
work of the Americans, however, can- 
not be measured by the number of ma- 
chines actually credited to them, be- 
cause they are often fighting behind 
the German lines and airplanes which 
fell there are not credited in the 
count. Moreover, the Lafayette Corps 
is now well-known to the Germans, 
who avoid contact with the Americans 
over the French lines.

von Elpons of the Imperial German 
navy. The boat and party of.three 
officers and four natives of New 
Guinea had been at sea for a long 
time, having left S. M. S. ‘Cormoran’ 
for the purpose of sending a cable 
to San Francisco for supplies. The 
date of the cipher was Oct. 1, and the 
location of the Cormoran was not 
disclosed. Permission was not grant- 
ed to send the cablegram and the of- 
ficers and men were interned. 

“On Dec. 14, 1914, the German 
auxiliary cruiser Cormoran appeared 
off the harbor of Apra, and sent a 
radio asking permission to enter for 
coal and provisions. She was allowed 
to enter and the commander to visit 
the Governor. 

“Commanding officer Juckschwerdt 
stated that he had just come from the 
South Seas, and was short of coal, 
had only about 50 tons on board and 
requested 1500 tons of coal and pro- 
visions to reach his nearest home port 
in German East Africa. The Gov- 
ernor replied that he could furnish 
only 200 tons of coal and 30 days’ 
provisions only could de spared; the 
commanding officer’ was given the 
alternative of departing within 24 
hours or being interned. 

“On Dec. 15, 1914, at 10 a. m., the 
commanding officer decided to re- 
main in port and the ship and its 
personnel were interned. 

“The following were on board: 21 
officers, one midshipman, 11 deck of- 
ficers, 307 petty officers and men, 
four Chinese and 29 South Sea na- 
tives.”

BRITISH LOSE 28 AIRPLANES 
IN TWO DAYS OF FIGHTING 


Fifteen German Machines Are Seen to Crash to 
Ground and 31 Others Are Driven Down 
Damaged and 10 Balloons Burned. 


— — 


LONDON, April 7.—In terrific 
fighting during the last two days and 
nights in Northern France, British air- 
planes carried out numerous raids and 
dropped more than eight tons of bombs. 
Twenty-eight British machi are miss- 
ing, says the official statement from 
British headquarters in France tonight, 
and 15 German airplanes were seen to 
crash to the ground and 31 German ma- 
chines were driven down damaged. Ten 
German balloons, the statement adds, 
were brought down in flames. 

The official report reads: 

“In the neighborhood of St. Quen- 
tin our troops gained grouni during 
the night at a number of points be- 
tween the villages of Selency and 
Jeancourt and reached the outskirts 
of Fresnoy-Le-Petit. 

“There was considerable artillery 
activity on both sides today in the 
neighborhood of Arras and the “Ypres 
sector. 

“During the days and nights of 
April 5 and 6 our airplanes have been 
very active, continuing harrassing the 
enemy’s communications and seeking 
out his fighting machines at a consid- 
erable distance behind his lines. Large 
tracts of the enemy’s country for 
many miles in the rear have been 
photographed, more than 1700 photo- 
graphs being taken behind the ene- 
my’s Unes. 

“Co-operation with the artillery 
continued during the day-time un- 
hindered except by the weather, al- 
though repeated attempts were made 
by the enemy to prevent this im- 
portant work. 

“Seventeen successful bomb raids 
were carried out on enemy airdromes, 
ammunition departments and railways 
a long distance behind the lines in 
addition to numerous small raids. 
More than eight tons of bombs were 
dropped. 

“All the time intense fighting be- 
tween large formations took place. 
Our casualties are 28 machines miss- 
ing, a large number of which are 
known to have been shot down in 
combat over the enemy’s country. 

“It is known that the enemy suf- 
fered very heavy casualties. In one 
case an observer was seen to fall out 
of his machine, which went down out 
of control in a spin. In another case

the fighting was so close that an ene- 
my pilot was seen to fall from his 
machine, which was out of control 
and diving by the nose. 

“Fifteen hostile machines were 
driven down and actually seen to 
crash to the ground, while 31 others 
were driven down damaged, a large 
proportion of which must have been 
totally destroyed. In addition, 10 
hostile balloons were brought down 
in flames.” 

Declares Alles Lost 44 At- 

planes Friday. 
BERLIN, via London, April 7.—The 
entente allies yesterday lost 4 airplanes 
on the western front, says the official 
statement issued today by the German 
army headquarters staff. Thirty-three 
of the British or French machines. were 
destroyed in aerial engagements. Five 
German airplanes, the statement adds, 
did not return. 

The artillery due] was continued with 
undiminished intensity along the front 
from Lens to Arras, the statement re- 
ports. St. Quentin has been shelled by 
the French. The French attempted to 
recapture the trenches they had lost at 
Sapigneul, but were repulsed. The Ger- 
man guns effectively shelled ‘‘ammuni- 
tion dumps and _ fortifications’ at 
Rheims. A concerted attack against 
German observation balloons between 
Soissons and Rheims was checked by 
German air forces and only two of the 
balloons were lost.

Taking at its point of departure Ger- 
many’s pretensions to create an un- 
broken range of territory belonging to 
herself or her allies from Berlin to Bag- 
dad, the program of the entente pur- 
sues two harmonious aims in complete 
conformity with nationa! aspirations, 
namely, the liberation of populations 
enslaved under Ottoman dominion and 
the fundamental reorganization of Aus- 
tria-Hungary. 

“The creation of a Czech-Slav state 
will serve as a boundary line for Ger- 
many’s schemes of encroachment 
against Slav territories. Germany and 
Austria, as well as Hungary, will have 
to be confined within their ethnographic 
frontiers. The Italians will be joined 
to Italy. The Rumanians will be amal- 
gamated with our own Ukraine. The 
natural problems of history demand the 
unification of Servian territories. Ar- 
menia must be placed under the pro- 
tection of Russia. Recent events have 
clearly shown it to be impossible to 
allow the Armenian people to remein 
under the Ottoman yoke.”’ 

Discussing the last speech of the Ger- 
man Chancellor, the Minister said the 
friendship between Germany and Rus- 
sia had lasted until 19891 and was pro- 
moted by Bismarck, but when the Ger- 
man Emperor dismissed Bismarck and 
began his welt politik’’ and the Ger- 
man fleet began threatening to in- 
crease, the need arose for setting up 
a defense against German aggression. 
The German Government did not renew 
the old treaty of neutrality concluded 
by Bismarck. 

“Germany herself, by her insatiable 
and insensate craving for supremacy, 
drove us into the arms of France and

Represented Berlin Government 
There Until U. S. Took 
Charge Recently. 


TUCKERTON,-N. J., April 8.—Five 
Germans, who formerly represented the 
German Imperial Government at the 
big radio station here until the Federal 
authorities assumed charge of it a 
month ago, were arrested here by Fed- 
eral agents early today. 

While the agents declined to discuss 
the arrests, it is believed the men were 
taken into custody on suspicion of being 
implicated in a conspiracy to destroy the 
plant. 

The prisoners are Lieut. Emil Meyers, 
Second Lieut. Bruner, John Schmeil, an 
expert electrician; Paul Sidles and 
Fritz Wilhelm. Lieut. Meyers was for- 
merly in command of the wireless sta- 
tion, through which most wireless mes- 
sages from this country are transmit- 
ted direct to Hanover, Germany. Seidles 
and Wilhelm were asleep in a hotel 
when surprised by the agents, who 
rounded up the other prisoners quar- 
tered in other sections of the town. The 
prisoners were placed aboard a train, 
apparently bound for Philadelphia. 


Hundreds of Rifles Belonging to 
Naturalized Germans Taken in Raid. 

CLEVELAND, O., April 7.—Hundreds 
of rifles, bayonets, swords and ammu- 
nition belts with large quantities of 
ammunition were confiscated in raids 
made by police on three homes in 
Cleveland tonight. 

The owners, all naturalized Germans, 
denied that they had gathered the arms 
and ammunition for any war-like pur- 
pose. They said they had simply col- 
lected them as un amusement. Most of 
the rifles were serviceable, but were of 
a type no longer in use in the United 
States army. The majority are Spring- 
field rifles of the 1898 model. None of 
the owners were detained.

RESOLUTION ASKS FOR CENSOR 
OF NEWSPAPER EXPERIENCE 


Teachers of Journalism Also Out- 
line What They Consider Cen- 
sorship Should Embrace. 
CHICAGO, April 7.—A resolution urg- 
ing that governmental censorship of 
the press be placed under the super- 
vision of a man of newspaper experi- 
ence, known to the newspapers of the 
country and appointed to the necessary 
military rank, was adopted by the 
American Association of Teachers of 

Journalism, meeting here today. 

The association's Committee on Cen- 
sorship of the Press made a report 
which said in part: 

Censorship must discriminate between 
news of military acts, orders, move- 
ments and organization, which should 
be rigidly censored and will be willingly 
suppressed, and incidents of human in- 
terest arousing emotion without reveal- 
ing the military situation. The pub- 
lication of the latter will stimulate at- 
tention, awake loyal co-operation and 
promote recruiting. A wise censorship 
will make provision for supplying news 
of this character to our press.’’ 

Members of the committee are Tal- 
cott Williams, director of the Pulitzer 
School of Journalism, Columbia Univer- 
sity; Prof. F. N. Scott of the Univer- 
sity of Michigan and Walter Williams 
of the University of Missouri. 


NORWEGIAN SHIP CARRYING

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SAYS RUSSIA WILL 
TALK OF PEACE IF 
CERMANS REVOLT 


Russian Minister of Justice De- 
clares We Offer Possibility of 
Preliminary Negotiations.” 


PETROGRAD, April 7.—Minister of 
Justice Kerensky said in an interview 
today that if the German people would 
follow the Russian example and dethrone 
their Emperor, we offer the possibil- 
ity of preliminary negotiations.” 


This statement was embodied in an 
announcement by the. official news 
agency, which reads: 


On Thursday, according to news froni 
Copenhagen, Dr. Eduard David, speak- 
ing on behalf of the majority party of 
the Social Democrats in the German 
Reichstag, declared that Foreign Min- 
ister Millukoff and his supporters were 
Germanophobes and that consequently 
the Social Democrats based their hopes 
on M. Kerensky (Russian Minister of 
Justice) and M. Tcheledse (a Socialist 
leader in the Duma). On this subject 
M. Kerensky made the following decla- 
ration to a party of journalists: 

From the incomplete information 
supplied by the press it is difficult to 
form a sound opinion. It all depends 
on knowing what are the hope that 
Deputy David founds on me and M. 
Tcheidse. 

Won't Assist in Separate Peace. 

If he supposes we are going to as- 
sist in making a separate peace, he will 
be rudely disappointed. If, on the other 
hand, he hopes the German people are 
about to follow our example and de- 
throne their Emperor, we can do no 
other than warmly applaud, for that 
would greatly free our hands and offer 
the possibility of entering on preliminary 
negotiations.

HOUSTON AGAIN APPEALS IU 
COUNTRY TO RAISE MORE FOOD 


Secretary Asks for Adequate Crops 
Not Only for United States, but 
for Entente. 


WASHINGTON, April 7.—Secretary 
Houston again tonight appealed to 
the country to make every effort to 
raise adequate food crops this not 
only for the United States’ needs, but 
to meet the requirements of the en- 
tente. 

There is no risk in the near fu- 
ture of excessive production such as 
sometimes has resulted in unremu- 
nerative prices to producers,” he 
said. “This is particularly true of 
the eereals and of peas, beans, cow- 
peas, soybeans and buckwheat. In 
view of the world scarcity of food, 
there is hardly a possibility that 
the production of these crops by the 
farmers of the United States can be 
tao great this year, and there is 
abundant reason to expect generous 
price returns for all available sur- 
plus, 

“The usefulness of cowpeas and soy- 
beans as human food has been recog- 
nized only recently in this country. 
Existing conditions warrant the 
planting of all the available seed of 
varieties known to do well in the 
several sections.” 


MISS RANKIN VOTED HER OWN

“Unfair to Congressman to Attempt 
to Hold Her to Resposibility for 
Suffragists, as Body.” 

NEW YORK, April 7.—Mrs. Carrie 
Chapman Catt, president of the Na- 
tional Suffrage Association, speaking 
for her organization today of the vote 
of Miss Jeanette Rankin, member of 
Congress from Montana, against the 
war resolution, said it was impossible 
to regard it as anything more than her 
conscientious conviction on the subject.

BYE RLIN, April 7.—The 22 un- 


ga Government has instructed Count 
Tarnowski to ask for his passports, 
thereby seizing the initiative in break- 
ing off formal relations with America. 
The interpretation of this here is that 
Austria has patently demonstrated her 
unshakable loyalty as Germany’s ally 
and her complete solidarity with Ger- 
many in all questions, in the face of 
America's declaration of a state of war. 

The report that the United States 
House of Representatives has passed 
the war resolution reached Berlin last 
evening, but only became generally 
known and published this morning. It 
produced practically no impression, as 
the passage of the resolution was al- 
ready discounted, while the President's 
message had already been viewed as 
equivalent of a declaration of war. 

The state of war, as felt here by most 
Germans, has a strangely unreal qual- 
ity. about it, possibly because there is no 
immediate prospect of an armed clash 
to bring home the stern fact, possibly 
because not the slightest official cogni- 
zance is taken of America’s declaration 
by the Imperial Government, even the 
military and police authorities virtually 
ignoring it, at least publicly. 

One encounters, in consequence, not 
the slightest hostility. Public feeling 
shows no sign of ever beginning to run 
high and will probably not be whipped 
into anything approximating fury unless 
fake reports through doubtful channels 
should tell of the mistreatment of Ger- 
mans in America. 

It is probable, however, that both the 
Goyernment and the German people will 
be more critical of alleged news from 
America, particularly with their experi- 
ence still vividly in mind when they 
“fell” for many rank fakes that flooded 


the German papers immediately after 


the break in relations. 

The Post-Dispatch correspondent, who 
heretofore has studied the German peo- 
ple while declarations of war were being 
made, finds the closest parallel to the 
present attitude of the public in its 
stolid reception of the Italian declara- 
tion of wer. 

Apparently Refuses Quarrel. 

There is considerable speculation here 
as to whether or how Germany may be 
formally advised of the declaration. .The 
Imperial Government seems determined, 
at deast until something happens calcu- 
lated to change the imperial mind, to 
re the transatlantic quarrel]. It may 
almost with certainty—at least, as the 
situation looks today—be counted on to 
take no official cognizance of the ex- 
istence of a state of war between Amer- 
ica. and Germany. 

Germany will continue the sinking of 
any and all ships encountered within 
barred zones, stoutly maintaining that 
the sinking of Americans or neutrals 
there constitutes no hostile act and that 
therefore such sinkings cannot possibly 
be construed as bringing about a state 
of War. 

For the rest it will commit no overt 
act# according to the German interpre- 
tation. The practical result of the Ger- 
man policy of official nonrecognition of 
a state of war will be that there will be 
no change in the apparent attitude to- 

d or the treatment of the few Amer- 
icah citizens lingering here. 

Several Americans, I understand, have 
already been requested to report to 
th precinct police stations for regis- 
tration purposes, but no case in which 
Americans were molested in any way 
ha come to my ears. For the present, 
at feast, the liberties of Americans are 
in no way infringed. 

Little Attention te U. &. 

The press in general continues to de- 
vote little space to American news. 
Many papers completely ignore the pas- 
sage of the resolution by Congress and 
others dispose of it in a few words. 

Thus, the Lokal Anzeiger says: 4 
state of war between the United States 
and Germany has thereby come to pass, 
though a formal declaration is hardly 
expected.

“Austria naturally realized the inten- 
tion behind Wilson’s double game, and 
with demonstrative speed gave the 
Washington Government the answer we 
expected from our loyal ally. Wilson's 
Vienna trick failed completely.“ 


AMERICANS HURRY FROM ORIENT 


HONGKONG, April 7.—Travel between 
China and Europe virtually has become 
impossible either by rail or by sea. 
All the entente Powers are discouraging 
travelers as much as possible. Pass- 
ports will not be issued to persons who 
are not actually forced to make the 
trip to Europe. Even the wives and 
families of the men at the front are 
denied permission to go to Europe. The 
British legation in Pekin and other en- 
tente legations have advised their citi- 
zens that traveling is a handicap to 
the successful conduct of the war, and 
permission to leave the Orient will not 
be granted to persons unless special 


reasons are advanced. 

Americans who had planned to visit 
India, Siam and the East Indies are 
abandoning their trips and returning 
to the United States because the with- 
drawal of entente ships, and passport 
restrictions, has made travel to those 
countries difficult. Consequently, steam - 
ers sailing from Chinese and Japanese 
ports for America are crowded with 
tourists who are hurrying home through 
the fear that even Pacific Ocean travel

INSTRUCTIONS RECEIVED 


More Than 100 Small Plants 
Said to Be Scattered Through- 
out City. 


An order issued yesterday by Presi- 
dent Wilson, taking over, for the Gov- 
ernment all radio stations in the United 
States and closing all excapt those need- 
ead by the Navy Departmnt, had not 
been carried out in St. Louls last night, 
Dut action is expected early this week 
regarding the powerful stations of 
Washington and St. Louis Universities 
and the many lesser private stations at 
residences about the city. 

District Attorney Oliver admitted re- 
celving instructions from Washington 
regarding radio stations, but refused 
to make public the orders. 

The Washington University station is 
the most powerful in St. Louis. It has 
picked up wireless messages from across 
the Atlantic and from Honolulu. Its 
use has been largely experimental. The 
university officials expect to turn over 
the plant to the Government, and it is 
‘Considered probable that if the Govern- 
ment does not dismantle the plant it 
lll place a man in charge. 

The St. Jsouis University plant has all 
equipment, but has not been operated 
for two years. It likely will be disman- 
tied. 


There are probably more than 100 pri- 
vate wireless plants in St. Loujs, many 
youths having placed aerial wireless 
equipment on the roofs of their homes. 

Investigators of the Department of 
Justice yesterday examined a power- 
ful wireless station at the home of 
Emil Heckenkamp, an attorney in 
Belleville. No action was taken by 
them. Heckenkamp said he built the 
station for his own amusement “five 
years ago and that he had received 
messages from Cuba and had trans- 
mitted messages to stations on the At- 
lantic Coast.

Shown by EuropzanWar 


When United States Sends Its Army to the Field There Will 
Be Whole Regiments Made Up of Stars of Sport World. 


W 


have more than held their end up. 
England’s athletes nearly all went 
to the war in the voluntary enlist- 
ment days. Engiand will have to 
develop a new crop when the war is 
over. So will France, hundreds of 
whose champions in running, boxing 


and football have been killed. Most 
famous of these was Jean Bouin, the 
world’s greatest distance runner. 
Bouin was shot down during a charge 
on the German lines. No doubt he 
was well out in front. 

Anthony Wilding was Australia’s 
most famous sacrifice. The master 
tennis player of them all was blown 
to pieces by a shell. 

Athletes have had their place in the 
war game ever since it was invented. 
The Assyrians trained men for war 
by having them run down lions, afoot, 
and attack them with bows and ar- 
rows. The survivors of this rough 
military course made good soldiers. 


Trained by Fighting Lions. 

The ancient Spartans trained all 
their boys in athletic feats and use 
of arms from early childhood. They 
took great pride in their speed, en- 


durance and skill and javelin throw- 
ng. Boys were trained to endure 
pain. 

In Athens and at Olympia athletic 
championships were held every four 
years for about fourteen hundred 
years! These games were all planned 
to encourage training and develop 
warriors. The feats of some of these 
old athletes were marvelous. Mili- 
tary messengers covered over a hun- 
dred miles in a day over mountainous 
country. 

At the Battle of Marathon the Ath- 
enians marched twenty-six miles 
from Athens at night, attacked the 
Persians, fought nearly all day, and 
marched back to Athens at night to 
be ready for an attack by the Per- 
Sian fleet. No doubt the Marathon 
messenger who fell dead in the mar- 
ket place at Athens, after delivering 
his warning, had done his share of 
marching and fighting before he ran 
his race against time. 


Olympic Games Stopped. 


The Romans conquered Greece, but 
for many years the Greeks rose time 
and again to renew the desperate 
fight against their enemy. At last a 
Roman Governor decided that the 
Olympic games kept up the warlike 
spirit of Greece. The games were 
prohibited, the huge stadiums de- 
stroyed, and from that time on Greece 
stopped fighting. Afterward the 
Greeks offered slight resistance to 
barbarian inroads. Their system of 
athletic games—designed to make

fighting men—had not been renewed. 
Nor were they renewed for nearly 


seventeen hundred years. 

The athletic nations always have 
whipped the soft nations. The hardy 
riders from the frozen wilderness of 
Mongolia and Siberia swept over the 
luxury-softened people of Southern 
Europe with ease. 

In America the Aztecs were a great 
fighting race. Their armies were 
made up of fighting units that were 
kept constantly in training. Mexico 
was covered with war trails along 
which these painted( ferocious killers 
were kept running in battle forma- 
tion. They overawed the subject 
caciques. When it was thought 
necessary to whet their ferocity with 
blood they were sent on long trails 
to attack cities picked for destruc- 
tion and bring back their inhabitants 
to be sacrificed. In this way they 
raided what is now Arizona and New 
Mexico and annihilated the old 
Pueblo Indian cities. 

Aztecs Were Fighting Race. 

But the point in this is that the 
Axtec soldiers overawed all sur- 
rounding peoples because they were 
trained athletes. They were exer- 
cised to make them stronger than 
all other fighters, and on their long 
raids they didn't walk or march— 
they always ran. They were mar- 
vellous runners. Their attacks were 
sudden, and none could escape them. 

English officers, writing on the 
War, agree that the football players 
and other athletes have been espe- 
cially useful in attacking enemy 
trenches because of their speed and 
endurance, dash and hardihood. Be- 
hind the firing lines the English, Ca- 
nadians and Australians play foot- 
ball. lacrosse and other games con- 
stantly for training. They even hold 
regimental championships in track 
and field sports, and boxing tourna- 
ments are every-day Affairs. Boxing 
is a principal trainive sport on the 
British and the American fleets. This 
is because boxing doesn't require 
much space And boxing develops 
arms, legs, speed of hand and foot. 
coolness, endurance and (fighting 
enirit even more than other games. 
I've seen humorous aninps about box- 
ers who won't fight.“ This is hard- 
Iv fair. Boxers have surely done 
their share of fighting in all the mod- 
ern wars.

Sport’s High Cost 
This Season Hits 
Harder Than Ever 


Golfer, It Seems, Is Getting Off 
Cheaper Than Any of the 
Others Right Now. 


The high cost of playing, as well as 
the high cost of living, is confronting 
the sportsmen of the country, and it 
doesn’t matter whether the sport is ob- 
tained at the traps, on the court, the 
links, ball diamond, or on the bank of 
the lake or river, the cost has advanced 
in about equal ratio. And the end is not 
yet in sight. 

The golfer, it seems, is getting off 


easier than men who get their sport at 
other games. There has been a slight 
advance in the price of clubs, due solely 
to the increased price of raw material. 

The brassie is advanced in price be- 
cause of the added cost of brass, and 
there has been an increase in the leath- 
er trimmings. There also has been an 
advance in the price of golf balls. Every 
item of clothing worn by the golfer has 
advanced anywhere from 10 to 50 per 
cent. 


Golf Needs Raised in Price. 


Tennis goods have advanced approx- 
imately 10 per cent. 

Baseball players find themselves facing 
an increase’that is enough to make them 
wonder where all their last winter's 


wages went to. At the present time the 
price is low compared with what it will 
be in the future. One manager of the 
sporting goods house said the advance 
in the price of uniforms is comparative- 
lx small, but there are some big break- 
ers ahead. Since the prices were made 
that control this season’s sales there has 
been an advance of 60 per cent in cloth; 
% per cent in trimmings and 50 per cent 
in shoes. Masks have advanced 45 per 
cent, and mitts and gloves approximate- 
ly 100 per cent. 


Baseball Goods Advanced. 


The price of balls will remain about 
the same for the season, but the man- 
ufacture of some of the lower grades of 


baseballs has been discontinued. The 
5-cent ball is no longer to be had, ex- 
cept in a variety of poor quality made 
in Japan. Baseball bats have advanced 
approximately 25 per cent. 

Fishing tackle has advanced from 10 
to 50 per cent. Owing to the increased 
insurance and ocean freight rates, bam- 
boo has gone sky high, so that the chap 
who buys a split bamboo. rod this year 
will be in the upper class. Steel rod 
prices also have advanced. 

Trapshooters also are getting theirs. 
The trap load which before the war sold 
at $2.86 per 100, now brings $4.40. The cost 
of shooting has been advanced to such 
an extent that many who enjoy the 
game will find it beyond their means 
unless the program is reduced.

Frantic buying and price advances 
of unparalleled rapidity and extent 
resulted in the local wheat market 
yesterday from a Government crop 
report that was characterized as the 
most sensational ever issued in the 
United States. The closing was wild, 
and in some instances at the zenith 
quotations reached, with the market 
as a whole, 5%c to 12%c net high- 
er with May $2.20%, July at $1.84 to 
$1.84% and Sept. at $1.72%. Corn 
gained 5c to 6c, and oats 14. 
It was not until business had been 
under way half an hour that the Gov- 
ernment crop report was received and 
the wheat market began to somer- 
sault in earnest. During the first 30 
minutes of the session the chief 
movement was a swift break in 
prices owing to reports that German 
sed raiders had been sighted ott 
Nantucket and the Virginia capes, 
and that outbound merchant steam- 
ships for Europe were being warned 
back by the United States naval au- 
thorities. As soon, however, as the 
fact was evident that the worst fears 
concerning damage to the domestic 
winter crop had been more than 
realized, values started an an almost 
vertical ascent, that at no time aft- 
erward was fully checked. 

Crop Outlowk Is Poor. 
In view of the fact that with but 
a single exception the crop condition 
reported by the Government was the 
lowest on record at any season of the 
year, and was far under even the 
most bullish predictions, all other in- 
fluences were temporarily thrust 
aside. Kansas and Nebraska percent- 
ages especially showed such a radical 
setback that many shorts who at first 
were dazed and incredulous became 
afterward clamorous to cover. They 
paid dearly for hesitating, for al- 
though on the bulge important hold- 
ers seized the chance to take profits, 
the amount of offerings was at no 
oint equal, for very long, to satisfy- 
ng the demand. 

Strength in corn and oats was al- 
most entirely borrowed from the vio- 
lence of the upswing in wheat. Trad- 
ers in feedstuffs, though, evinced a 
notable disposition to be relatively 
conservative on the bull side. There 
was a huge general trade, which was 
well divided.

. “The Government's estimate on the 
condition of the winter wheat crop— 
t first of the season, and awaited 
with the greatest interest, in view 
of the world-wide food supply sit- 
uation—was published at 11 o'clock 
today. It unfortunately bore out the 
most unfavorable conjectures of the 
grain trade. Even a condition 70 per 
cent of normal. which the trade had 
rather generally predicted, would 
have been the lowest April figure in 
a generation. But the Department 
of Agriculture puts the reentage at 
68%. For this result, it would not 
be easy to find a parallel in the de- 
partment’s records; the only figure 
as low as this was the 62 per cent 
of June, 1885, and that came at the 
end, not the beginning of the growing 
season. 

Crop 430.000.000 Bushels. 

“On the basis of today's condition, 
the Government estimates an indicat. 
ed winter wheat yield of 430,000,000 
bushels. This compares with 495,000,- 
000 normal as last year's April in- 
dication, and witi 481,700,000 bushels 
actually turned out at harvest.

LONDON, April 7.—Your Govern- 
r-ent’s formal declaration of war was 
not generally known here yesterday, 
because of the holiday and the ab- 
sence of afternoon 8 But 
in the city and elsewhere flags were 
flying wherever the news was known, 
and over the world's largest bank, the 
London Citv and Midland, the Union 
Jack and the Stars and Stripes were 
hcisted together on the first cable 
announcement. But London's real re- 
sporse will not come until after 
Easter. 

The city is especially enthusiastic 
over President Wilson's refusal to 
allow America’s importance and in- 
fluence to blot out of consideration 
the necessity for conserving re- 
Sources. His reference to the neces- 
sity for closest co-operation, with 
a view to efficiency and eccnomy. and 
his reference to the dangers of in- 
flation arising from large loans not 
Supported with heavy taxation, com- 
mand admiration. 

Control of Supplies. 
It is greatly hoped that the Presi- 
dent’s ideas in these directions will 
lead to formation of strong interna- 
tional committees, especially as re- 
gards finance. It is also considered 
that great opportunities are afford- 
ed by control of certain commodities 
like coal; while as regards gold. 
shipments not absolutely required 
could be averted by “earmarkings” 
at arranged centers. 
The Economist emphasizes the im- 
portance of vour seizure of the Ger- 
man shipping on your side. 
The week’s movements in the for- 
eign exchanges, especially French, 
have been due to expectations of en- 
larged credits in your markets for 
the allies. 

French exchange has been particu- 
larly influenced by the evident dis- 
position in your country to deal with 
her with great liberality. Arrange- 
ment of the machinery for these ad- 
vances, however, will necessarily take 
time, hence the necessity for early 
commencement of financial action. 
It is believed that the huge Amer- 
ican Government buying will con- 
eeivabiv affect your money rates. 
therefore, although our bank rate was 
reduced on Thursday to 5 per cent, 
as a result of your entry into the 
war. our market’s attitude is cautious, 
nending developments. Moreover. uni- 
versal caution is . justified by 
the consideration that, however help- 
ful your action may be to the allies, 
the fact remains that the enlarge- 
ment of the area of war, with each 
additional combatant, involves ex- 
pansion in aggregate war expenditure 
and in the consequent demands on the 
world's capital. 

War Tax a Heavy One. 

Moreover, the war is of such mag 
nitude as to tax the very resources 
of nature herself, hence if prolonged, 
the necessity for economy in con- 
sumption and stimulation of produc- 
tion is for us quite as necessary as if 
you were not taking part. 

Briefly summarized, the best opin- 
ions here, while considering your par- 
ticipation in the war as insuring vic- 
tory, believe that the first essential, 
and the one on which the duration of 
the war depends, is the closest, most 
intelligent and most skillful co-opera- 
tion of America and her allies: we, 
profiting by your help, you ty our 
experience of the two-and-a-half past 
years, There must, however, be 
complete understanding, both on gen- 
eral principles to be employed and on 
methods of procedure. 

Our future money rates now depend 
largly on financial arrangements with 
vou, Despite the lower bank rate, 
the joint stock banks have not yet 
reduced deposit rates, awaiting de- 
velopments; while the Government 
must necessarily go on borrowing for 
war at the rate of something around 
£40,000,000 weekly, thus strengthen- 
ing money rates. 
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Free to Investors

Egg-Laying by R. I.

Poultry Editor Post-Dispatch: 

I have 10 S. C. white leghorns, three 
Rhode Island reds, one speckled Wyan- 
dotte and scrub hen. The leghorns and 
reds will be one year old April 23, and 
they started laying the latter part of 
October, 1916. Their egg yield since Dec, 
1 follows: December, 70; January, 94: 
February, 115; March, 198. I received 52 
eggs during February from three reds 
and A from the scrub hen during March. 
The feed for the black includes Purina 
chicken chowder, scratch feed, table 
scraps and oyster shells in abundance, 
I also put permanganate of potash in

Air-slaked lime makes an excellent 
conditioner for fowls and it also sup- 
plies mineral elements needed in the 
formation of egg shelis as well as the 
body growth. But there is nothing to be 
gained by mixing it with other feed. 
and we would not advise doing this. 
Don t give them unslaked lime. Lime 2 
a preventiye of disease in that it acte = 
somewhat like a tonic or sweetener in 
the birds’ digestive organs. + 


Please tell me what to do for my 
chickens. Their craws are swelled up 
and they eat very little, but they drink 
all the time. When away from the 
water the slime runs right out of them. 
I also wish you would give me a good 
remedy for diarrhoea, as the old hens 
seem to have it at times.—J. F., St. 
Louis. 

The symptoms you mention—distend- 
ed crop, heavy drinking, light eating, 
slimy droppings and diarrhoea—all in- 
dicate a cholera-like disease. In the 
later stages the birds appear drowsy, 
Stagger about, often dragging their 
wings, and the strength and weight of} 
the birds diminish ripidly. With 
cholera in the flock the safest thing to 
do is to kill the sick birds, burying 
every part of their carcasses so as 
not to spread infection, If you are not 
sure about the disease, you should 
Separate the well from the sick birds 
and thoroughly disinfect all parts of the 
quarters. Meanwhile give all the birds 
two to four teaspoonsful each twice a 
day of % per cent carbolic acid solu- 
tion. Also give them buttermilk to. 
drink if you have it. If any of ‘them 
die make a post mortem and if the 
heart shows red spots on the surface as 
if sprinkled with blood, you may be rea- 
sonably sure they have the cholera.

Gentle Spraying Helpful in 
Breaking Obstinacy of Individ- 
ual Birds; Guard Against Chill. 
Under normal conditions most birds 

probably bathe daily, and canaries in 
captivity should be allowed the same 
opportunity. In open-wire cages in com- 
mon use for singing birds the base is 
removed and the cage placed over a 
small dish containing water. In open- 
front cases, in which the bottom is not 
detachable, small bath cages which 
fasten at the open door are used. These 
are only a few inches wide, but serve 
to hold a dish for water. 

Many birds are notional in bathing 
and at times ignore the offered bath. 
Usually the small acts of cleaning the 
cage and renewing the seed and water 
will excite in them a desire for bathing. 
and often when: a bath is not provided 
the bird will do its best to perform its 
ablutions in the smal! supply of water 
in the drinking cup. 

When individual birds obstinately re- 
fuse to enter the water gently spraying 
will usually induce them to bathe. 

Birds brought into strange quarters 
usually refuse to bathe for the first few 
days. When the water is offered they 
either ignore it or, sitting on a perch, 
go through the motions of bathing and 
drying, fluttering wings and tail with 
a great whirring of feathers. The bath 
should be offered whenever the cage if 
cleaned, and if left alone the bird will 
act normally after a few days. 

Small china dishes that are not too 
deep make good bathing pans. When a 
bird becomes accustomed to one dish it 
will usually refuse to bathe in another 
of different shape or color. In winter 
the water should be warmed until tepid. 
Even in warm np pul at cold water 
is not advisable. If the room, ordinarily 
warm, becomes cald temporarily, birds 
should not be allowed to bathe. With 
the plumage wet and bedraggled there is 
increased susceptibility to cold drafts. 

During molt the bath should be given 
not more than twice each week. If the 
wird is molting on color food, one bath 
each week is sufficient. 

When breeding, the female canary 
should rot be allowed to bathe from the 
time the eggs hatch until the young are 
3 or 4 days old.

Ship Hatching Eggs 
in Market Basket 


I do not know of a better method of 


shipping eggs for hatching than by the 
use of an ordinary market basket with a 
handle. The handle is an advantage. It 
is likely to induce more respectful han- 
dling by the expressman, for one thing. 

Wrap each egg first in a pieee of 
rewspaper and use excelsior in which 
to pack them. Keep the eggs from di- 
rect contact with the bottom or sides. 
Cver the top stretch a piece of stout 
muslin. With a darning or similar 
needle and with twine string attach 
the cloth to the basket. This is the 
commonest and, I have found, the best 


method of shipping eggs for hatching. 
Other methods may be as good, how- 
ever. Fancy boxes and patent con- 
fsiners have not worked well in my 
cwn experience. 

I admit the basket method is not the 
most corvenient for the shipper. I tried 
one patent box that seemed to me to be 
iteal. It looked good, but sfter getting 
bad reports from tne first two ship- 
ments, most of the eggs in one case 
teing broken en route, I concluded that 
the old method was bert. 

I advise’ against shipping eggs for 
hetching by parcel post. This is all 
right for eggs for eating. I believe the 

xperience of many buyers and sellers 
has not been favorable to the parcel 
m st method.

ROME, Friday. April 6.—Few per- 
sons in Italy were moved more ‘deep- 
ly by the entrance of America into 
the war than Gabriele D’Annunzio, 
the. poet, who is now serving as a 
Captain in the aviation corps. His 
estimate of the significance of the 
event is expressed in the following 
message, which he wrote for the As- 
sociated Press to the people of Amer- 
ica: 

“For the soul of Italy today the 
Capitol at Washington has become 
a beacon light. A Roman garland 
wroathes the bust dedicated to the 
heto whom free men call the glorious 
night of humanity. It is a garland 
pure as the branch of lilac offered 
by a poet on the Lier of Lincoln. It 


tg sacred as the ever-flowing bough} 


‘with heart-shaped leaves of rich 
green,’ It seems as though in this 
April of passion and tempest there 
re-echoes the cry of that April, tense 
with joy and anguish, ‘O, Captain, 
O, Captain! my Captain, rise up! hear 
the bells. Rise up, for your flag is 
flung!’ 
„Constellation of Spring.” 

“Now, the group of stars on «the 
banner of the great republic has be- 
come a constellation of the spring, 
like the pleiades; a propitious sign to 
saflors, armed and unarmed alike, a 
spiritual token for all nations fight- 
ing a righteous war. I give the salute 
of Italy, of the Roman Capitol to the 
Capitol at Washington; a salute to 
the people of the Union who now con- 
firm and seal the pledge that liberty 
shall be preserved. 

To Italy alone of the allied na-. 
tions, the possibility was open of 
avoiding war and remaining a pas- 
sive spectator. Italy took up arms 
gladly, less for the re-conquest of her 
‘heritage than for the salvation of all 
the things which symbolize the grand- 
eur of freedom. She armed herself as 
today the American nation is arming 
heéfself—for the sake of an ideal. 
The spontaneous act consummated by 
the people of Washington is a glori- 
ous sacrifice on behalf of the hopes 
of all mankind. 

“America has achieved a new birth, 
she: has molded herself a new heart: 
Thie is the miracle wrought by a 
righteous war, the miracle that unex- 
pectedly today we of Italy see per- 
formed beyond an ocean dishonored 
by assassins and thieves. 


Man’s Ideal of Man. 


“Our war is not destructive. It is 
créative. With all manner of atroci- 
tles, all manner of shameful acts, the 
barbarian has striven to destroy the 
ideal which, until] this struggle began, 
man had of man. The barbarian mul- 
tiplied on the innocent infamous out- 
Tages inspired by hate, alternating 
senile fmprudence’ and brutal stupid- 
ity. The barbarian ground heroism 
to earth, cast down the airy cathe- 
drals where congregated the aspira- 
tions of the eternal soul, burned the 
Seals of wisdom decked with the flow- 
ers of all the arts, distorted the linea- 
ments of Christ, tore off the garments 
ef the Virgin. 

Now once again we begin to have 
Wope of the nobility of man. Love's 
face is radiant, though its eyes are 
mofst with tears, for never was love 
sO much beloved. Love overflows on 
all: the world like a brook in Mary. 
Our | hearts are not large enough to 
ther it and to hold it. The people 
ot. n springing to their feet 
to defend the eternal spirit of man— 
the fury of the barbarian. 
re America Transfigured. 

Ah, Liberty! let others despair 
of thee. I will never despair of thee,’ 
once cried your rugged poet. In this 

your nation arises today, in the 
north, south, east, west, to offer your 
strength; proclaiming our cause to 
the ‘noblest cause for which men 
Wave ever fought. You were an enor- 
fnous and obtuse mass of riches and 
power; now you are transfigured into 
ardent, active spirituality. The roll 
of your drums drowns out the last 

of cowardice.

Hour for Action Is On, 
Senator Declares. 


WASHINGTON, April 7. — Senator 
Stone of Missouri, chairman of the For- 


e'gn Relations Committee issued a state- 


ment to the people of Missouri 
tonight, Although he spoke and voted 
against the war resolution, Senator 
Stone urged that everything be done 
now to bring victory. The statement 
said: 

"The United States is at war. The 
Congress has so declared. Many people 
in Missouri, as in other states, were op- 
posed to the Government taking. this 
action. But it has been taken and we 
are at war. The hour for discussion has 
passed. The hour for action is on. The 
powers of the Government authorized 
to speak for the American people have 


declared war. The people must support 
the Government. Every other consid- 
eration must be subordinated. 

Men and Money Essential. 

“Two things are absolutely essential 
to the waging of war—men and money. 
I hope and expect that a high spirit of 
real patriotism, such as has character- 
ized a great people, will fill the hearts 
of all Americans. Our virile mer must 
get ready to do whatever the exigencies 
of the Government may require. All 
the people must’ get ready, as they 
should and as I believe they will willing- 
ly, to bear the burdens of war. Shirk- 
ing now would be worse than treason- 
able; it would be cowardly and dishon- 
orable. 

“The Constitution imposes on the Con- 
gress the duty of providing the sinews of 
war—men and money. Sanely, not pas- 
sionately; thoughtfully, not impulsively, 
that very serious duty should be per- 
formed. 

Appeals to Missourians, 

“What I most desire and hope for is 
that Missourians will show their met- 
tle and set an example of true patriot- 
ism to the country: and especially do I 
hope that this will be done by those 
who wished that some other solution of 
the quarrel with Germany might have 
been found. The best type of patriot- 
ism is reached in the man who would 
avert war by every honorable means, 
but who stands ready to give his life, 
if need be, to his country when war 
eventuates. 

J appeal to Missouri men and women 
to end all differences, close the ranks, 
be game and make good. Let us make 
up Missouri's quota by volunteers, not 
conscription.”’

FIRE CHIEF T0 €0: 
MKELVEY TO GET 
SWINGLEY'S PLACE 


Chief Henderson to Be Removed 
by Mayor Kiel “in. Interest of 
Harmony in Department.“ 


SWINGLEY CAN HAVE JOB 


‘Offices of Building Commission 
and Safety Director to Be 
Combined. 


The first changes in ttayor Kiel's 
official family, following his re-elec- 
tion, will be the removal of Frank E. 
Henderson as Fire Chief, the demo- 
tion of Charles E. Swingley from Di- 
rector of Public Safety, and the pro- 
motion of Building Ccmmissioner 
James N. McKelvey to Swingley’s 
position. The Mayor has offered 
Swingley a position as Fire Chief, 
which Swingley had held until 31 
months ago. 

Announcement of these changes was 
made yesterday by the Mayor, 24 
hours after 40 business men had visit- 
ed him at his office to urge that 
Henderson be retained as Fire Chief. 

In announcing that Henderson was 
to be superseded, “in the interest of 
harmony in the Fire Department,” 
Mayor Kiel said that Swingley had 
agreed to consider the appointment 
and give his reply within a day or 
two. To a Post-Dispatch reporter 
Swingley said: 

“T have not fully made up my mind, 
but I don’t think I can accept the 
“position.” 

Salary Cut in Half. 

As Director of Public Safety Swing- 
ley’s salary is $8000 a year. He would 
receive $4000 as Fire Chief. Notwith- 
standing the demotion implied in his 
transfer, it is believed that Swingley 
will yield to the persuasion of Mayor 
Kiel and others in the administration 
and finalyl accept the appointment. 

Mayor Kiel says he has no inten- 
tion of filling the office of Building 
Commissioner after McKelvey’s pro- 
motion. MceKlvey will be expected 


i 


Safety and Building Comissioner, the 
Mayor says, and thus save to the city 
the salary of $5000 a vear paid to the 
Building Commissioner. 

Chief Henderson, when informed of his 
intended removal by Mayor Kiel, die- 
tated this statement to a Post-Dispatch 
reporter: 

“If Mayor Kiel thinks it best in the 
interest of his administration and the 
city to depose me as chief, in the face 
of the record I have made, I will grace- 
fully accept dismissal. But I would 
like to have it understood that so far 
as I know, there is perfect harmony 
throughout the department.“ 

At the time of his promotion to Chief, 
81 months ago, Henderson was secretary 
to Chief Swingley, with the rank. of 
Lieutenant. Shortly after assuming his 
duties as Chief, Henderson issued strin- 
gent rules for the conduct and govern- 
ment of the department and he was 
vigilant in enforcing his regulations. 
One of his favorite methods of determ- 
ining whether rules were obeyed was to 
make unexpected visits to engine houses 
late at night to satisfy himself that 
firemen were at their posts. 

Conduct at Fire Investigated. 

Chief Henderson published a paper in 
the interest of fire prevention and had 
moving pictures prepared and exhibited 
to illustrate how carelessness causes 
fires. He was the originator and pro- 
moter of a successful ‘‘firemen’s show“ 
last September. This enterprise made 
profits of $18,000, which was turned into 
the Firemen’s Pension Fund. 

After the Christian Brothers“ College 
fire, Oct. 5, 1916, Chief Henderson’s con- 
duct in directing the work of firemen 
was the subject of a Coroner’s inquest 
and an Aldermanic investigation. He 
was exonerated by both inquiries. Six 
firemen lost their lives in the fire. 

McKelvey is one of the Mayor’s clos- 
est political henchmen. He has been 
Building Commissioner since 1909, his 
first appointment being from Mayor 
Kreismann. He formerly was allied with 
the Republican faction opposed to May- 
or Kiel, but became a Kiel convert 
shortly before receiving his reappoint- 
ment as Building Commisstoner from 
Kiel. McKelvey is a building contractor 
and is Republican City Committeeman 
from the Twenty-third Ward.

ATE BALLOON FOR 
WAR USE & MADE 
BY HONEYWELL 


Cigar-Shaped Bag, 90 Feet 
Long, Is Inflated; Will Be 
Tested at Fort Omaha. 


A. Leo Stevens, instructor and inspec- 
tor of the Aeronautical Department of 
the army, who severakyears ago was a 
pilot in balloon races from St. Louis, 


manufactured in St. Louis by H. E. 
Honeywell, an aeronaut, under commis- 
sion from the Government. The balloon 
is designed for observation work under 
conditions of actual warfare, and is 
patterned somewhat after balloons used 
for the same purpose by the German 
army. 

The test was only of the workmanship. 
The balloon was inflated with air in the 
Coliseum and examined. It will be sent 
to Fort Omaha today for complete tests. 


The balloon is cigar shaped, 90 feet 
long and 24 feet in diameter. The car 
for observers is suspended 25 feet be- 
neath the gas bag, from the sides of 
which, above the car, fins project. There 
is a rudder at the stern. The fins serve 
to guide the balloon and to aid it in 
rising, being so arranged that the force 
of the air against them causes the bal- 
loon to rise. 

In. actual use such a balloon always 
is in communication with the ground 
through a cable, attached to an auto- 
—— which contains — wires 


leading to the balloon car. 
mobile can drag the balloon. 

The usual place for a war balloon is 
about five miles back of the firing line. 
In service it differs from aeroplanes in 
that it always is in communication with 
the ground. It is equipped with about 
5000 feet of cable. 

The Honeywell balloon is the only 
one the Government has contracted for 
in the West, though several have been 
made in the East. It is understood the 
Government contemplates the purchase 
of a large number of them. Honeywell 
would not disclose the cost.

The exhibit has been shown in New 
York, Chicago, Boston, Toronto, Mont- 
teal and Baltimore, and will be taken 
to San Francisco. It is in charge of 
Baron Charles Huard, a French army 
officer. The Baroness, Who is here with 
him, is well known here and is the 
daughter of Francis Wilson, the actor.

“The future menace to Japan will 
ccme from the United States and China.

“Bkeletons'’ may not be beautiful, but 
they certainly attract attention, says 
Alex Steiner of the Velie Auto Co., ſn 
speaking about the skeleton framework 
of one of the Velie Bullt-Well Six bodies, 
which is being shown at the Velie sales- 
room.

OFFICIAL WAR 
OUTDOES 


Marcelle Semmer twice faced German firing squads and 
was miraculously saved from death—Rescued many 
wounded soldiers and has been honored by France 
with two of its most distinguished decorations 


By LINCOLN EYRE. 


N a girl of 20, an orphan of simplest peasant stock, France has 
found her Edith Cavell. More fortunate than her ally, the republic 
can strain to her heart the living form of her most glorious daugh- 
ter, upon whose bosom she has already pinned the cross of the 
Legion of Honor and the Cross of War—a combination no woman 
has ever before been privileged to wear. ; 

For, although on two separate occasions she stood blindfolded 
facing a German firing squad, the heroine, whose na de will blaze in history 
beside that of the martyred English woman, has lived to hear her country’s 
plaudits and to receive the recognition that is her due. It came tardily 
enough, too, that recognition, for it was only a few weeks ago that a Cabi- 
net Minister, speaking in the amphitheater of the Sorbonne, revealed to 
the French people the name and deeds of Marcelle Semmer. 

Had not the first insight into the girl’s amazing exploits come from 
so exalted a source, the story of her heroism would doubtless have been 
set down as one of the myths of the war. The author of the most har- 
rowing of melodramas or the most sensational of “movies” would never 
have dared to inject such palpably “impossible” incidents into his plot. 
Nor would he have ventured to put into the mouth of his leading woman 
so unpretentious a “line” as the words with which Marcelle faced a Ger- 
man courtmartial—words that are already immortal in France: 

Do with me what you will. I am an orphan. I have only one mother 
—France—and it doesn’t disturb me to die.“ 

Marcelle Semmer was the child of a French-Alsatian father and a 
Picard mother, both of whom died when she was in her infancy. At the 
beginning of the war she was living with relatives in the village of Eclusier, 
on the Somme River, in Picardy, one of the points from which the great 
Anglo-French offensive was launched last July. 

Her acquaintance with war began in the early weeks of the 1914 
campaign. Retreating across the Somme, with the Germans at their heels, 
the French neglected to destroy a drawbridge spanning the lock at Eclu- 
sier. Marcelle, then a lass of 17, had never heard of tactics or strategy; plain 
common sense, the heritage of her peasant blood, told her; however, that 
the Germans must be prevented from using that bridge. Having no dyna- 
mite to destroy the structure, she did the next best thing, which was to 
open wide the draw and throw away the key, so that it could not be closed again. 

This she carried out under a brisk fusillade from the approaching German 
infantry, whose advance guard, seeing what she had done, directed their fire 
They went further. They 


shot to death, at the other side of the canal, two Frenchmen, and yelled across 


to her that she would meet the same fate as soon as they reached Eclusier. 


She ran off unscathed, however, and with a dozen women, children and old 
men hid in the cellar of a farmhouse. For a fortnight they remained in their 
precarious shelter, but Marcelle nightly risked capture by sallying forth to 
get food for her companions and herself. On these excursions she would 
come across French soldiers, lost or wounded, and in momentary danger of 
falling into the enemy’s hands, She would find civilian clothes for them and 
guide them across country until they were out of the German lines and able to 
rejoin their regiments. What she did all alone at Eclusier, with German troops 
on every side, was what Nurse Cavell did with the aid of others in the com- 
parative freedom of Brussels, 

But there was one of her soldier countrymen who was too badly wounded 
to make his escape. Every night Marcelle would creep out to the haystack in 
which he lay hidden and bring him food and water, and do what she could to 
make him comfortable. A German patrol found her there and dragged her before 
their Colonel. By drumhead courtmartial she was sentenced to death. They 
asked her whether she had assisted ther French soldiers to escape. 

“Certainly,” she replied, with the directness of Jeanne d'Arc herself; I suc- 
ceeded in getting 16 out of .

brought the French into the village again. They found Marcelle, still blind- 
folded and handcuffed, lying against the wall. Shells had burst all about her, 
but she was untouched. 

Her frightful experiences failed to dismay her, for she immediately offered 


her services as a guide to the French scouts. She was piloting a reconnoissance 


patrol a few nights later when, the moon having suddenly come out from under 
a cloud, she was seen by the German outpost at Frise-another Somme village, 
since become famous— and made prisoner. The officer before whom she was 
led was the same who had condemned her to death in Eclusier. 

“You escaped by a miracle last time,” he informed her. “This time there 
won't be any miracle.” 

But the miracle repeated itself—and not once, but twice. First the moon, 
by the light of which the firing squad was aiming its rifles at the girl, was 
suddenly obscured by the clouds, which prevented the Germans from seeing 
their target, and forced them to postpone the execution till dawn. Then a French 
projectile from the celebrated “75” gun—‘“It’s the Soixante-quinze that was 
twice my savior,” Marcelle tells friends—pierced a hole in the solid stone of the 
church in which the Germans had incarcerated her, and passed on without ex- 
ploding. That it didn’t burst was miraculous in itself. Had it done so Marcelle 
would certainly Have been killed. As it was, she was able to crawl through 
the hole it made and regain the French lines. 

Still the young heroine’s nerves remained unshaken. Besides herself, there 
was only one civilian left in that part of the country, a paralyzed woman more 
than 90 years old. Marcelle 
devoted her attention to car-

President Roosevelt, however, could not at- 
tend the dinner, although it was reported that 
he was thoroughly in sympathy with Miliukoff’s 
cause in Russia and an admirer of the man 
himself. The reason was that the Russian em- 
bassy, in the polite and bland manner of diplo- 
matic imtercourse, sent word to the White 
House that Miliukoff was persona non grata with 
the representatives of the Czar in this country. 

The occurrence is narrated to show that auto- 
cratic Russia has feared this man for a long 
time. Recent events have shown that they had 
good cause, for Milimkoff is now Russia's man 
of the hour. Like the American Revolution 
brought forth Washington and Jefferson, the 
French Revolution Maribeau and Napoleon and 
the English revolt against autocracy Cromwell, 
the overthrow of the Romanoffs has produced

Just what position in Russian history Miliu- 
koff is to oceupy is not known now. Russia 
herself does not know what form her Govern- 
ment is to take. Important as this is, she has 
other problems of greater moment, chief of 
which is the successful prosecution of the war, 
for it was rumors of the Government’s plafis to 
sue for a separate peace which hastened the revo- 
lution. But this much is known: the revolution 
was a triumph for the principles and policies 
of the Constitutional Democratic party in Rus- 
sia, and Miliukoff is the brains of that party. 

Just now he is Russia’s Minister of Foreign 
Affairs, and his appointment to that post 
is regarded as a happy one. 

Who is Miliukoff? was the question asked by PAUL N 
the people at large in this country when the é 
news dispatches from Russia began carrying his 
name. He is in no biographical book of reference and only in the latest en- 
cyelopedia issued. It was difficult to find anyone in the United States who 
eould furnish the details of his work, although it was known im a gen- 
eral way to his compatriots over here. It is only within the last few 
weeks that the steps in the pfdgress of his career have become known. 

To begin, Miliukoff is primarily an academician. He is one of the 
few men of academic training who have become successful in practical 
politics. In this respect he has been likened to President Wilsen. Like 
the President, he deliberates before acting, he is averse to headstrong or 
extreme courses, yet he never fails to pursue determined policies with dogged 

Born near Petrograd, in 1866, Miliukoff was educated in Moscow, spe- 
cializing in constitutional history and law. From 1886 to 1895 he was 
a tutor in history in the University of Moscow. Here he first fell afoul of 
the Government, for he was banished for uttering subversive' literature. 

He went to Bulgaria, where he held a professorship of history in 
the University of Sofia through 1898. He had considerable time for writ- 
ing and study and he investigated the principles of government in En- 
gland and America, with plans for Russia in his mind. 


Upon his return to Russia he became editor of the Free Nation, a Con- 
stitutionalist journal. It was suppressed by the Government and Miliu- 
koff was jailed. He embraced this opportunity to learn the English lan- 
guage, and it is related of him that he mastered the book end of the 
subject with astonishing ease, but found that although able to read and 
write English he was unable to speak it. Accordingly, he arranged with 
the authorities that he should pass the latter months of his exile in En- 
gland. It is said that at this time the case of Miliukoff was brought to 
the attention of Pobiedonosteff, Procurator of the Holy Synod, who re- 
garded Miliukoff as a promising but harmless young man, who might 
some day be useful to the Government and that Pobiedonosteff obtained 
Miliukoff’s release. It is further reported that Miliukoff rewarded this by 
writing a number of vigorous articles for Popular Rights, another Constitu- 
tionalist paper, and then left Russia in a hurry. 

At any rate, he came to the United States and for four years was a 
lecturer at the University of Chicago. He had considerable leisure for 
traveling through the United States and England and also devoted this 
period to writing a number of books in aid of the Constitutionalist cause. 

On his next return to Russia, Miliukoff became editor of the Retch, pub- 
lished in Petrograd, and to his work on this paper he probably owes much 
of his present prominence. The paper’s readers were those of the intel- 
lectual element, the professional class and the more enlightened nobles. It 
had too great an influence to be suppressed and the Government had to be 
content with listing Miliukoff as a menace. 

The massacres of “Red Sunday” in Petrograd, in 1905, found Miliu- 
koff in the United States. He hastened back to Russia and was promptly 
imprisoned on general principles. Upon his release he took active part in 
the organization of the Union of Unions and went into his propaganda 
work with redoubled vigor.

The Cadets’ four great objects have been: 
Constitutional Government according to the 
English plan; practicable land reform, with 
justice to all concerned; the autonomy of 
Poland; the freedom of the Jews. 

As Miliukoff stated it in his lecture: 

“The revolutionary (radical) movement aimed 
at a commonwealth, while the reactionaries 
wanted to re-establish autocracy. The Con- 
stitutfonal Democratic party decided to fight 
for a parliamentary rule under a constitutional 
monarch. 

“The revolutionists wished to have a charter 
worked out by aconstitutional convention and 
sanctioned by a victorious revolution. The 
reactionaries did not want any charter at all, 
or at the worst a consultive representation 
granted by the Czar. (This was what the 
first Duma amounted to.) 

“Our party proposed a charter worked out 
by the first representative assembly, subject 
to the approval of the Czar. 


“As to agrarian reform, the revolutionisis 
defended the principle, the whole land to the 
whole people, the land to be appropriated by 
the people themselves, acting through their 
delegates to local communities, which were 
to be elected on the basis of universal suf- 
frage. 

“The Government would permit nothing ex- 
cept a regular sale of land through the me- 
dium of the existing Peasant Bank, and at 
the open market price. (That is, any farm-

enough to pay what the great proprietors

The Cadets encountered enormous obstacles. On the one hand they. 
were fought openly by the Government, which, however, was disposed to 
treat with them after the revolution of 1905. All the time secret agents 
of the reactionaries were attempting to discredit Mihukoff and his asso- 
ciates or to remove them. An attempt on the life of Miliukoff was reported 
within the last few months. 

On the other hand, the radicals despised the Cadets as trimmers. The 
big problem of the Cadets was to popularize their creed and to arouse 
confidenee in the Duma in order to get a working majority. Miliukoff, an 
effective orator and a prolific and vigorous writer, did much of this single- 
handed. An idea of the task is told by Miliukoff bimeeif: 

“Even in the Duma the Cadets did not always command a majority. 
There was another important group in the Duma, the so-called Group of 
Toil, which became very popular among the peasants owing to its revo- 
lutionary program of land nationalization. The activity of this group in 
the Duma and outside it rekindled revolutionary hopes for the attainment 
of full power. 

The revolutionists now completely changed their minds as to the part 
to be played by the Duma in the Russian revolution. After having dis- 
credited the Duma as bourgeoise and quite powerless, they now wanted it 
to take possession of the executive power. The Cadets found themselves 
in am exceedingly difficult position. 

“On the one hand, they had to fight for a responsible Ministry in order 
to establish a norma) influence on the part of the Duma over executive 
power. On the other hand, they had to hold in check every attempt to ap- 
propriate the executive functions by the Duma itself. 

“Of course, this was enough to paralyze any great measure of exertion. 
But the chief reasons for the Government to abstain from any co-operation 
with the Cadets was the agrarian program, which frightened the nobility. 
Here again the Cadets had to debate betweeg the Government, which did 
not wish to decide for the principle of compulsory sale, and the extremists, 
who proposed the pure spoliation of the landlords to the great satisfaction 
of the inexperienced masses. 

“Finally the Government committed itself to the unconstitutional step 
of publishing an announcement to the people By which the legislative 
plans of the Duma were repudiated in advance. The Duma tried to reply, 
insisting on the fundamental principle of compulsory sale and inviting the 
population—this latter point being opposed by the Group of Toil—to remain 
quiet and await patiently the results of the Duma’s legislation. 

“Upon this attempt to address the population the Duma was dissolved 
and the address never published. The leading majority replied by the 
Viborg Manifesto, proclaiming the principle of passive resistance.” 

Miliukoff is credited with having framed the Viborg Manifesto. The

OR the purpose of telling readers of the Post-

experiences before taking his place in the ranks, a 
staff writer of the Sunday Magazine was given permis- 
sion to make application for admission. None of the 
recruiting officers. or the instructors to whom he was 
turned over, knew the writer's real identity and pur- 
pose: He was simply one of a squad of civilians about 
to begin military life. His account follows:

George W. Goode, 

recruiting officer of the United States 

Army Recruiting Station at 222 North ~ 

Third street, I was permitted to en- 

list in the army for the purpose of 

writing an article on the first days of a 

recruit’s life, on condition, however, 
that I confine the article to this one phase of the 
service. He also cautioned me to exercise particular 
care in avoiding the oath of allegiance, which is 
administered on the second day and makes a soldier 
of the civilian, unless I desired to remain in the 
army. 

Unless you stop at the oath,” he warned, “you may 
not get back to write your story.“ 

A few hours later I returned to the recruiting of- 
fice and presented myself for enlistment. Five sol- 
diers, who had not been informed of the arrange- 
ment or my purpose, sat at desks in the large office 
adjoining that. of Maj. Goode. One advanced and 
greeted me cordially. Informed that I desired to 
enter the army, be requested another soldier, seated 
before a typewriter, to take the gentleman’s appli- 
cation.“ 

He took my name, address, age, place of birth and 
vocation, which he transcribed with much satisfac- 
tion, but with some difficulty, on the machine. 

“What branch of the service do you wish to 
enter?” he inquired. 

“Private soldier,” I answered. 

“You ought to enter the signal corps,“ he replied. 
It's mounted.” 

I had told him I was a telegraph operator. 

“The signal corps is attached to the air service, 
he added, alluringly, “and everybody wants to get 
in the air service.” 

Thoughts of dizzy heights and the thrilling stunts 
above the clouds “somewhere in France“ flitted viv- 
idly before my mind. 

„All right,” I agreed, “the signal corps will do.“ 

“You'll like it,” he assured. It“ pays up to $75 
a month.“ 

I was required to sign the bestem and was 
told to take a few hours in which to arrange my 
affairs and return at 4 o'clock for first physical 


ination. 
The foregoing proceeding required only a few min- 


utes. 

At 4 o'clock I reappeared at the station and was con- 
ducted into a room farther down the hall, where nude 
applicants were being put through the paces of the phys- 
ieal examination. I soon joined them. Maj. Goode sat at 
a table making the record, a Sergeant conducted the 
examination, directing the aspirants by example. A 
simple vision test was made, after which we were 
weighed and measured. The Sergeant’s commands were 
clear and compelling.

This concluded the first ex- 
amination, and a period of an 
hour ensued while our papers 
were being made out by the 
Sergeant and countersigned 
by Maj. Goode. In the in- 
terim the applicants lounged 
in an anteroom and dropped 
into discussion of their rea- 
sons for quitting civil life. 
Five young men, all in their 
‘teens, had previously been 
examined and were waiting to 
be sent to Jefferson Barracks. 
„Well,“ remarked a lad 
from Poplar Bluff, “I joined 
the army because I don’t like 
the navy, where you have to 
be a good swimmer. I can’t 
swim.” 
“The minute I saw you I 
knew you were from a dry 


town,” was the good-natured” 


quip from a young St. 
Louisan. 
„Now, friend, there's where 
you’re wrong,” the one from 
Poplar Bluff retorted, “The 
Bluff ain’t dry by a long jump, 
and she’s wide awake all the 
time—a shootin’ scrape every 
day or two.”

„Well, it’s this way,“ the lad explained: I just got 
tired of all this hot air about Germany, and I thought

We agreed to keep his enlistment secret, so that it 
could be sprung as a surprise on the Kaiser.

After more conversation in this vein, the Sergeant 
called each to take examples of our handwriting. We 
were required to write: “In case of fire or disorder, give 
the alarm.” Our papers were then sealed in envelopes 
addressed to the commanding office at the barracks, and 
we returned to the waiting room. At 5 o’clock the Ser- 
gant appeared at the door and announced that he would 
take us to supper and then to the barracks. 

„aint so bad after all,” drawled a tall lad from the 
country. Takin' us to supper before we're in is — 
I expected.“ 

All agreed with this sentiment. 

After partaking of a’ 35-cent lunch at a restaurant, we

We were received by a Sergeant, who * 2 
our clothes and other possessions. Then he gave a brief 
lecture on care of quarters and general conduct and in- — 
formed us of the next steps we were to take. When he 
had finished we were each given a towel and made to 
take a shower bath in the basement. After the bath we 
returned to the receiving room, where two barbers ad- 
ministered haircuts and shaves. Then each received two 
blankets and a pillow and were shown our bunks, in a 
farther room on the same floor. 

It was nearing 9 o’clock, when all lights were turned 
out, and we retired. The bunks in this room are double- 
deck affairs, made of iron, with a soft mattress and were 
scrupulously clean. The refreshing bath and cool air 
from open windows soon induced sleep. 


At 6:45 next morning we were reused by d ceee 
gong. All turned out, received a towel and went to the 


washroom in the basement. After the toilet, we lined — 4 


up in front of the barracks, fully a hundred, and marched — 
to breakfast in the messroom, a block distant. We pre- 
sented a motley, straggling appearance beside the nattily — 
clad troops. 

Breakfast consisted of corn flakes and milk, liver and 
bacon, bread and butter and coffee. 

After breakfast we returned to receiving barracks and 
were released for a few hours’ leisure or the ) 
ground, where most of the crowd diverted themselves 
with football and baseball. Our numbers kept swelling 
with applicants from the 12 Middle Western states, 
which enlist through Jefferson Barracks, who arrived 
by every car and train. 

A few hours of play and we were sent to examination 
barracks. There a Sergeant conducted a preliminary ex- 
amination and a surgeon went over us more carefully, 
giving particular attention to heart and lungs. All were 
inoculated with typhus serum and then required to take 
the soldier's oath of allegiance, where I stepped aside 
for ‘a moment. Bertillon measurements followed and 
each was photographed. This record completed, we re- 
turned to our barracks and later to lunch, which con- 

sisted of fried halibut, boiled potatoes, stewed corn, 
cream sauce, bread and tapioca pudding. 

The remainder of this, the second day, was spent 
in and out of the barracks, where daily papers, 


magazines and books were furnished for those who © 85 


cared to spend their leisure time reading. We had 
sliced bologna, potatoes au gratin, ginger cake, 
bread, syrup and coffee for supper, and attended 
the free picture show in the post hall at night, re- 
turning to quarters before 9 o’clock. 


The same clanging gong roused us promptly at 4 


5:45 next morning, the third day. For breakfast 
we had oatmeal and milk, fried bacon, brown gravy, 
boiled potatoes, bread, syrup and coffee. 

At 9 o’clock we were méasured for uniforms and 
taken to the Quartermaster depot.

NDER dank stones covered with _ fetid 
mosses and beneath decaying logs the 
wood lizard is born, a repulsive reptile. 
In the cloying warmth of the New York 
tango parlors, with its sickish-sweet at- 
mosphere, another variety of lizard has 
its habitat—the lounge lizard,” also a 

repulsive reptile. 
The wood lizard is as old as the world—the lounge 
variety is a development of the past three years. The 


latter variety is a parasite which preys on weak-willed 


women. He is known to the New York police also under 
the names of “parlor snake,” “slippery chameleon” and 

“tango pirate.“ 

When the afternoon tea dance craze swept the East 
it brought with it the “lounge lizard.” At first he was 
difficult to isolate, but he is readily recognized now, 
with his slickly parted hair, his tight-fitting trousers 
and spike-tailed coat. 

While the police have had a general idea of the activ- 


_ ities of these parasites, it was not until the murder of 


Mrs. Elsie Hilair in a downtown New York hotel a few 
weeks ago that complete details of their work have be- 
come known. The woman was found strangled in bed 
and much valuable jewelry had been stolen. It was 
learned tHat for nearly two years Mrs. Hilair, the wife 
of a well-to-do Brooklyn man,-had been a habitue of 
tango tea resorts, unknown to her husband, and it was 
while following up clews in the case that the police. were 
enabled to make a detailed study of the “lounge lizard’”’ 


ane his activities. 


In most of the afternoon inde resorts of New York 
professional dancers are employed to look after un- 
escorted women, shoppers usually, who drop in for tea 
and an hour or so of dancing. The professionals usual- 
ly- wear white or pink carnations and, under direction 
of a “hoStess,” or official introducer, select their part- 
ners. Their fixed salary is about $1.50 a day, but in most 
“parlors’’ they are allowed to *receive tips from the 
women to whom they have been devoting their terpsi- 
chorean talent. One tip will occasionally amouft to 
more than a week’s salary. In other places the men are 
not permitted to take tips, but are allowed to eat and 
drink at the expense of the women guests, and they re- 
ceive a percentage of the money spent under their 
guidance. 

Not all of these professionals are lounge lizards,’ how- 
ever. Some are satisfied with the “honest graft” which 
is obtained through the means outlined. above. Others 
are blackmailers. 

The work of the tango lizard is done in this wise: 

He arrives at the parlor—there are hundreds of them 
scattered around Greater New York—early in the after- 
noon. The lights are low and perfume has been spraved 
in all corners of the room. Couples are gliding over the 
floor. About several tables are unescorted women watch- 
ing the dancers and keeping time with their feet. Ob- 
viously they are aAHxious to dance, but they have no 
partners. 

Soon the lizard selects his victim. He makes himself 
as entertaining as possible, dnd after the dance leads 
her to a table, at the same time nodding to a waiter. 
A cocktail is ordered. Dance follows dance, and usually 
cocktail foilows cocktail, until the women, probably the 
wife of a substantial citizen, realizes the hour and pre- 
pares to go home. The bill is called for and on this 
occasion is usually paid for by the “lizard.” ‘ 

The woman departs, in many cases announcing that 
she had such a delightful time that she will be sure 
to return. The “lizard’’ is waiting for her. By the end 
of the second day he usually has gained the confidence 
of his victim to such a degree that she is in his power 
to an extent not realized by the woman.’ Then the black- 
mailing begins.

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wards they again got busy and the police declare they 
are more active now than at any time since the . 
noon dance craze started. 

The first exposure of real conditions followed the cai 
licity. given to the elopement of Eugenia Kelly with a 
professional dancer. She said that for a period she bad 
visited as many as six tango parlors a day. Among her 
dance acquaintances was Al Davis, whom she married 
in November, 1915, after wide notoriety had tne given 
to. her tango party escapades. 

About a year ago considerable space was given in the 
New York papers to the wife of a wealthy cotton 
broker and her tango companion. They met at one of 
the most widely known hotels in New York and the 
dancer soon obtained the woman’s confidence. In a 
short time he succeeded in getting possession of the 
keys to her apartment. 

Soon afterwards jewelry valued at several thousand 
dollars was stolen from the woman’s home on Riverside 
drive. The tango dancer was later arrested and sen- 
tenced to a term in Sing Sing. As a result of the ex- 
perience the woman was for a time confined in a sani- 
tarium. 

A writer who has made a study of the tango snake” 
thus describes his routine: 

We will arrive at the home of a “lizard” ortly 
after 11 o’clock any morning in the week. The 
“lizard” has had a very hard night and had not re- 
turned to his home much before 3 o’clock in the 
morning. The alarm clock has just sounded and 
according to his regular custom he knows he has 
just-two hours before it will be time to head for the 
tango resorts which he left but a few hours be- 
fore. 

From under the bed springs, where they have been 
pressing' since he returned home, comes the black 
and gray striped trousers; while from the door knob 
come the socks which have been worn for perhaps 
several days. The most guarded part of the “liz- 
ard’s” outfit is the black cutaway coat, edged with 
the broad; heavy braid. This part of his “make-up” 
has been honored with a coat hanger, on which it has 
hung on the side wall gas fixture, which besides 
serving to supply the gas needed for. light, also 
furnishes the ntcessary fuel for the nn break 
kast. 

On the left shoulder of the luring coat can be seen

I could have well believed that Kennedy could rig up 
some means of communication. But, if the possessor of 


‘this terrible infra-red ray, or wireless wave secret should 


learn that we, too, knew it, the only’ result that he 
would accomplish would be to insure our destruction 
immediately. 3 

It was a foggy night and a drizzle had set in. The 
Furious could not under such circumstances make such 
good speed as she was accustomed to make.

“The same oscillator,“ he went on, is used for send- 
ing and receiving, for, like the ordinary electric motor, 
it is also capable of acting as a generator, and a very 
efficient one, too.

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dissolved best a and without the observance of exist- 
ing legal forms. Such a dissolution was not in accord 
with the Constitutionalist principle. 

“Well, what was the possible reply to such an act? 
The extreme party planned an insurrection, an uprising 
of the (accessible divisions of the) army and the fleet. 

“We knew but too well that such an uprising would 
bring only a further increase of reactionary measures 
and the sacrifice of the lives of soldiers and sailors. 
So my party decided not to reply in that way to the iil- 
legal violence of the Government, and we employed the 
only means remaining—a means which in Anglo-Saxon 
countries has been considered constitutional, as an ex- 
treme measure which a constitutionalist group may 
take when it is attacked. 

_ “We proposed passive resistance. The extremists in- 

dorsed our proposition because they recognized that at 
the moment they were too weak to reply in any other 
way. 

“Both of us felt that this was the best way to pre- 
serve our unity in the face of reaction. Then the ex- 
tremists tried other methods, in which we did not unite 
with them. They tried outbreaks in various towns. 
Our view proved correct and the outbreaks were easfly 
put down. 

At the beginning of the passive resistance movement, 
which was inaugurated by the Viborg resolution, we 
laid down one condition, namely, that the passive re- 
sistance must be the resistance’of a collective unity. and 
not individual; for individual resistance could have 
brought no result. 

“And in order to be a collective movement it was nec- 
essary first to prepare for the movement and then to 
start it in the whole of R » So in the spring the 
Viborg manifesto was si “our party, and we used 
the two or three summer 
movement of passive resis 
determine whether there was any chance of victory. 

“Then we met in congress again, discussed the situa- 
tion once more and decided that it was impossible to 
start actively a movement of passive resistance, and that 
we must renounce the bringing into execution of the Vi- 
borg manifesto until the time was more ripe. We must 
first prepare the population. Therefore, we renounced 
the bringing into action of this principle, which was a 
principle we acknowledged always and do still acknow]- 
edge as a principle necessary for constitutional govern- 
ment.“ 

Miliukoff is a great admirer of the United States and 
in his lectures has frequently referred to this country 
with the greatest enthusiasm. Often when he has risen 
to speak in the Duma he has been hailed with shouts of 


An Aran! But instead of i him 
self against these taunts he makes capital of them. Just 
the other day, when he received United States Ambassa- 
dor Francis, who had called to notify him of America’s 
recognition of the new Government, Miliukoff said: 

We in free Russia are going to try to follow the high- 
est ideals of freedom in America.” 

Russia now is asking the question, republic or con- 
stitutional monarchy, which shall it be? If the influ- 
ence of Miliukoff should prove to be the deciding factor, 
it probably will be the latter, for he does not believe that 


Russia is prepared for a republican regime. At any 


rate, his career would seem to indicate that ee 
his course, he will be guided by wisdom and sanity. 

Dr. Samuel T. Dutton, who served with Miliukoff in 
1913 on the Carnegie Endowment Commission that in- 
vestigated the atrocities charged against Bulgaria in the 
Balkan war of that year, has recently paid him a trib- 
ute including the following: 

“He is a scholar, studious and hard working, a man 
of splendid physical strength, genial, not given to talking 
very much, but able to express himself forcibly at need. 
He acted as interpreter in our investigations.

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at the barracks to accommodate men 
in tents when quarters are crowded.

Levin is one of a score of Sergeants who have been 
recommended for commissions by their companies, and 
likely would be made a Captain should the Government's 
plan to elevate noncommissioned officers materialize. 

Foot movements are taught the first five days, hand- 
ling the rifle the next five days and marching with the 
rifle and guard duty after that. With 25 days of train- 
ing, the men are ready to be sent away for regular serv- 
ice. In the period after the fifth day, they must attend 
five lectures a week, delivered by an officer, touching 
every phase of the life they are entering.
